the Province of Darien, where fome old Spaniards affirm, 
the prime of the Commanders in the Weft Indies were 
prefent.

The Governour Hojeda hearing what had hapen’d,-and 
hoping to find fome Wealth in that Country, and to 
pacify thofe who were; gone to Settle in it, fent Francis 
Pizarro, as his Lieutenant, to Plant the Colony aforefaid, 
and he was the firft Chriftian Commander in that Couns 
try. The two Governours Hojeda and Niquefa afterwards 
coming to miferable Ends, the People of Darien trea- 
ting Niquefa with extraordinary Cruelty, as is well known 
to fuch as furviv’d thofe Times, and Peter Arias, coming 
to govern the Province of Tierra Firme, tho’: there were 
above 2600 Spaniards in. the City of Darien, no Care-was 
taken for peopling of Uraba. oe . .

Aving pafs’d thofe Plains and Forefts above mentioni’d, 

dk we. come to the long, and wide Mountain of Abibe, 
which thrufts on its Ridge to the Weftward, runs through 
many feveral Provinces, and Parts“others.. The whole 
length of it is not: certainly known ; the Breadth in 
fome Places is 20 Leagues, in others much more, and now 
and then fomething Jefs. The Roads the Jvdians had to 
crofs thefe uncooth Mountains, feveral Parts whereof are 
inhabited, were fo bad, aud’ dificult, that’ Horfes could 
not pafs along them. Captain Francis Cefar, was the fir 


Chriftian that went over them; travelling Eaftward, till, 


with immenfe: Labour, he came into.the Valley of Guaca, 
which is beyond the Mountain, where the Ways’are moft 
‘rugged, being all cover’d .with Woods and Shrubs, the 
Roots whereof are fo thick, that they entangle the Feet 
of Men and Horfes. It is very troublefome climbing to 
the Top of the Mountain, and the Defcent more Dan- 
gerous. When we went down it, with the Licentiate 
John de Vadillo, the fides of it, for the moft Part, being 
very upright and difficult, a fort of Wall was rais’d 
with forked Timbers and Poles, anda great deal of Earth,

that the Horfes might go fafe; and tho’ this did fome © 


good, yet feveral Fiorfes tumbl’d down, and were beaten 
to Pieces, and even fume Spaniards dy’d, and others‘ were 
fo fick, that rather than go on with fo much Toil, they 
hid themfelves among the Thickets, on the Mountaiis, 
expecting Death.in a moft miferable Condition; for Fear 
thofe who were in Health fhould carry them away, if 
they were, found. Some Horfes-were aifo left behind 
alive, being fo fpent that, they could go no farther. Many 
Blacks ran away, and others perifh’d. We that went

- IT have faid. There are no Habitations on the Top of 
the Mountain, or if any be, they are remote from that

Hi nor have thefe, Mountain Jndians anyother Weapons, 

but only Spears of Palm-Tree. Wood, Darts and Afaze

are very many, they lay Bridges of a fort of thick, and 

tough Withies, if we may: fo call them, being like long 

Roots, growing. among the. Trees, fome of which are as 

ftrong as Hempen Ropes. They twift many of thefe to- 

gether in the Nature of Cables,aad Jay. feveral of them 

ever the River clofe to one another, making faft the Ends 

to the Trees on the Banks, and knit. all together with 

Strange Strong Pieces of Wood laid crofs...

Palm-Trees ; on. whofe Tops grows a Clufter. of Fruit,: 
which they call» Pix:baes, and are large and extraordinary: 
ufeful; for they make Bread and Wine of it; and when 


‘the Tree is cut down, they take out of the Heart of it-a. 


Palmito, or Pith, of a confiderable Bulk, fweet and well 
relifh’d, There isalfo Plenty of the Trees they call Agua- 
cates, of Guavas, Guayavas, and delicious Pine-Apples. One 
Nutibara, Son to Anunaybe, was Lord, or petty King of 
that Province. He had a Brother call’d Quinucho, who 


‘was his Lord. Lieutenant, or Viceroy over the Jsdians 


inhabiting the Mountains of -Abibe, we havealready men- 
tion’d and other Parts. He always furnifh’d the Cacique 
with Abundance of Swine, Fifh, Fowl, and other things 
that Country affords, and they paid him Tribute in 
Cotton Cloth, and Gold. When he went to the Wars 
he was. follow’d by great Numbers of Men in Arms, and 


when he happen’d to travel about the Vales, was car- 


ryd by the Prime Men, ona thing like a Bier, adorn’d 
with Gold. He kept many Wives; and before his Door, 
as alfo before thofe of his Commanders, many Heads of 
their Enemies were fet up, as Trophies, after they had 
eaten their Bodies. : . 

All the Natives of this Country did eat Man’s Flefh, with- 
out any Mercy, for they devour’d all they took, provided 
they were not of the fame Town. There are Abundance 
of large burial Places, which it is likely muft be ve-- 
ry rich ; and they had formerly.a great Houfe, or Tem- 


“ple dedicated to the Devil; the Timber Work whereof I 


faw my felf. When Captain Francis Cefar enter’d this 
Vale, the Natives conducted him to. that Houfe, or Tem- 
ple, believing; that fince the Number of Chriftians he had 
with him was fo fmall, they might eafily kill them, and 
accordingly above 20000. Men. appear’d in Arms, with 
much Noife and Confufion; yet tho’ the Spaniards ‘were 
but 39, and had only 13 Horfes, they behav’d themfelves 
fo bravely, that the Judiaus fled, after an obftinate Fight, 
Wale 
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which lafted a confiderable Time,

that Name. Thofe who 


write of Cartagena, have enough

Baftward.'they), border 
All the Country hereabouts 
is full of wild and dreadful Mountains ;.and about this 
Place is faid to-be the «prodigious, Treafure of Dabaybe, fo 
much fpoken of in the Province of. Tzerra Ferme. On the 
other Side of this Valley, that is fubje& to Nutibara, the 
Borderers are certain Indians, inhabiting the fertile, and 
plentiful Valleys call’d of Nore, and in one of them now 
ftands the the City of Anriocha. . Thefe Valleys were ae 
“MEY 
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merly very populous, as appears by their Structures, and 
Places of Burial, which are many, and very remarkable, 
as being fo big, that they look like little Hulls. “Thefe 
People, tho’ they usd the fame Habit, and Language as 
thofe of Guaca, were alwaysat Variance with, and warr’d 
upon them, in fo much that they confiderably decreas’d in 
their Numbers, becaufe they devour’d all the Prifoners 
they tock; and fet up their Heads before their Doors. 
They went naked like the others ; but the Lords and prime 
Men fometimes wore a Cotton Blanket, of feveral Co- 
lours, and the Women finaller Cloths about them, of the 
fame Sort. i oa 7 ; 

The fecond time we travell’d over thofe Valleys, which 
was, when the City Astiocha was built on the Mountains Parents 
that are over them; 1 was told, that the Lords or Ca- ieee 
ciques of thefe Valleys of Nore, got all the Women they “'"'*" 
could out of their Enemies Country, of whom, when 
brought home, they made the fame ufeas of their Wives. 
If they prov’d with Child, they bred up the Infants very 
cheerily till they came to 12, or 13 Years old, and at 
that Age, being well fatted, they fed on them asa great 
‘Dainty, without regarding, that they were their own 
Flefh and Blood; and thus they kept Women, only to be- 
get Children on them, to ferve them for Food; an Abo- 
mination beyond’ all the others, they are guilty of. I 
can not queftion the Truth of what I fay, when I reflect up- 
on what pafs’d between one of thefe Chiefs, and the Licenti- 
ate Fohn de Vadillo, who is at this time in Spaiz,and if ask’d 
will vouch for the Truth of what 1 write, which is thus. 
The firft Time any Spaniards went into thofe Valleys, of 
which Number I was one, there came to us in peaceable man- 
ner a Cacéque, whofe Name was Nabonuce, and brought with 
him three Women. At Night two of them lay down at full 
Length on a Carpet, and the other acrofs them like a Pillow, 
the. Indian Lord lay down upon them, and took a fourth , , 
beautiful Woman by the Hand, who had been brought g,7..¢ 
by fome of his Retinue, he had left behind. The Licen- eating t!ed 
tiate Vadillo feeing him in that Pofture, ask’d him for Wives. 
what he brought that Woman he had by the Hand? The 
dndian looking him in the Face, with a pleafant Counte- 
hance, anfwer'd, to Hat her, and if he had not ae it 

had 
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had been done already. “Vadillo amaz’d at what he heard, 
faid. How ‘can you eat her, fince fhe is your Wife? 
And the Cacique, raifing his Voice reply’d; take Notice, 
{ will eat the Child -fhe fhall ‘be deliver’d of. What I 
here Write hapn’d in the Valley of More, and in that 
of Guaca, which I-faid was behind it. I feveral Times 
heard this Licenciate Vadillo declare, that fome Old Indi- 
ans, had by means of our: Interpreters inform’d him, that 
when the Natives went out to War, they made Slaves 
of the Indians they took Prifioners, whom they Marry’d to 
their Kinfwomen and Neighbours, and then eat the 
Children they got on them, and when the Slaves them-- 
felves were grown too Old for Procreation, they devour’d 
them too. The Slaughter of fo many People was the 
Occafion, that when we difcover’d thofe Countries, we 
found fuch Numbers of Heads of Indians, before the 
Doors of the prime Men, that they look’d.as if Shambles 
of Human Flefh-had been kept before each of them. 

Funerals: When any of the Lords of thefe Valleys dy’d, they 
were lamented for many Days, their Wives cut off their 
Hair, the beft belowd among them killd themfelves, 
and they made a vaft Grave, or Tomb, as big as a lite. 
tle Hill, with the entrance into it towards the EBaft..: 
Within it was a Vault larger than for the dead Perfon, 
Pav’'d with Stones, in. which they laid’ the Dead Bo- 
dy, well wrapp’d in Cotton Blankets, and with it 
Geld, and the Arms he had, then making his moft — 
beautiful Wives, and fome Boys, that ferv’d him drunk” 
with Liquor of Aziz, or, Indian ‘Wheat, and other Roots 5 
they put them alive into the Vault, where they left them,. 
that their Lord might go to the Devil with Company. 

Antio- ~ The City of Axtiocha is feated in one. of thefe Valleys, . 
cha City. . lying between the famous, and moft wealthy Rivers of 
_ Darien and Santa Marta, andthe two Ridges of-Moun- 
tains. The Situation is very good, in a large Plain, near: 

a fmall River, and more Northward than any City in 

the Kingdom of Peru. Not far from it run many other 
confiderable Rivers, rifing on. the Mountains on both 

fides, and many Springs of very clear and well tafted 
Water. Moft of the Rivers roul Abundauceof fine Gold, 

and the Banks of themare coyer’d with much Variety of 

: peas aa Fruit 
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Fruit Trees. All the Provinces round about inhabited 
by Indians, who are very rich in Gold, which they ga- 
ther in their own Townships, ,and drive a great Trade, 
ufing little Stilliatrds, and Weights to Weigh it. They 
are all great Devourers of Man’s Flefh, and never fpare 


thofe they take Prifoners. When Captain George Robledo , 


Founded the City Axtiocha, on the Hills, whence it 
was afterwards remov’d, by Order of Captain Fobn Cabrera, 
to the Place where it now ftands, I happen’d-to be in 
a Field of Maiz, or Indian Wheat, where at .a very 
{mall Diftance from me, I faw four Indians fet upon ano 
ther, who came that way, and kill’d him with their 
Mazanas, or Wooden Swords; and upon my crying out 
to them, they left the Body, carrying away his Legs, 
having before the poor Wretch was Dead, fuck’d his 
Blood and eat Morfels of his Entrails. 

They ufe no Arrows, nor any other Weapons than 
thofe already mention’d; nor did we ever find any Tem- 
ple, or Houfe of Worfhip they had, befides that which 
was burnt in the Vale of Guaca. They all generally con- 
verfe with the Devil, and in every Town there are two, 
or three ancient Indians, well skill’d in Superftitions, 
who particularly talk with him, and thefe give his An- 
fwers, and declare what he fays fhall happen. They 
have no perfect Knowledge of the Immortality of the 
Soul. All the Product of the Earth, and Water they 
affign to Nature, tho’ they have fome Notion of a Cre- 
ator, but it-is a falfe ome, as | fhall thew hereafter. 
This City of Astiocha was firft founded by Captain George 
Robledo, in the Name of the mighty Emperour Charles the 
Vth. King; of Spaiz, and the Weft Indies, and under the 
Direétion of the Adelantado, or Lord Lieutenant Dow Se- 
baftian de Belalcazar, his Governour, and Captain Ge- 
neral’ of the Province of Popayan, in the Year 1541.21 he

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Lhe Defeription of the Province of Popayan, and the 
Reafox why the Indians of it are fo hard to be fub- 
dud, and thofe of Peru fo gentle, | 


| Will fpake of this Province of Popayan together with 
H that of Peru, becaufe it was difcover’d, and Peopled 
by the Commanders belonging to the latter; yet will T 
not make one and the fame of them, becaufe the Na- 
tives differ very much, as does the Nature of the Soil, 
and all other Particulars. For which Reafon it will be 


- requifite, that I defcribe its Scituation, and give an Ac-

count of all Particulars, from Quito, where Peru, proper- 
ly fo -calPd, commences, and Paffo where this Province 
ae begins on that fide, as far as Antiocha, where it 
ends. 

This Province had the name of Popayan given it, from 
the City fo call’d which is its Metropolis. The leigth 
of it is about 200 Leagues, little more or lefs, and the 
Breadth 30, or 40, widening in forme Parts, and narrow- 
ing in others. On one fide it has the South Sea, and 
vaft high uncooth Mountains, which run along it to the 
Eaftward. On the other fide is along Ridge of Moun=. 
tains call’d the -Avdes, from both which many Rivers, 
fome of them very confiderable, run down, and form: 
{pacious Vales; and through one of them, which is the 
sreateft in all thefe Parts of Peru, pafles the mighty Ri- 
ver of Savta Marta. Within this Government are the 
Cities of Paffo, and Popayan, of Cali, near the Port of 
Buenaventura, thofe of Cartago, and Antiocha, the Tow 
of Timana, beyond the Mountains Andes, that of Anzer- 


ma, that of Arma, and others built fince 1 came from 


thence. . 
Some Townfhips here are hot, others cold, fome Places 
Healthy, and other Sickly; in fome Parts it rains very 
much, and in others very ‘little; in fome Diftri@s the 
Natives eat Man’s Flefh, and in others not. On one 


fide it borders on the New Kingdom of Granada, which 


Is 
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is beyond the Mountains -dzdes, and lies on the Eaft; 
on the South the Kingdom of Peru, on the Weft the 
. South Sea, and Government of Rio de San Yuan, or St. 
John’s River, and on the North'the Province of Cartagena. 
Many admire that thefe Indians have prov’d fo Obftinate, 
and Difficult to be fubdu’d, confidering that feveral of 
their Towns ftand in fuch Places-as may be eafily re- 
duc’d, and that throughout all this Government, ex- 
cepting only the Town of Paffo, there is no excefs of 
Heat, or Cold; nor do there want any other Conveni- 
encies of Conqueft 5 and that thofe of Peru, whofe Val- 
leys lye among . Mountains of Snow, with many Rocks, 
and Rivers, and the People are more Numerous than 
the others ; befides, that they have many Deferts, are fo fub-: 
miflive, peaceable and tame. To: this I anfwer, that all 
the Indians Subje@ to the Government: of Popayan, ever 
were, and ftill are a free People, having no Lords that 
they ftood in awe of. They are Slothful and Lazy, and 
utterly averfe to any Subjection, which was a fufficient 
Reafon for them to oppofe being brought under by a 


{trange Nation. Yet this would not have avail’d them, . 


for Neceflity muft have reduc’d them to do as others 
did; but there is a ftronger Reafon, which is, that all 
thefe Provinces are extraordinary fertile,'and every Way 
there are thick Woods, Fields of Canes, and other Places 
of difficult Accefs; fo that~ when the Spaniards prefs’d 
them, they burnt the Houfes they dwelt in, as. being 
of Timber .Thatch’d, and went a League, or two far- 
ther, where in three or four Days, they built o- 
thers and in as fhort a time Sow’d as much Indian 
Wheat, as they had Occafion for, and Reap’d it within: 
four Months after. If they were purfu’d thither, they 
either went away farther, or turn’d back. again, and 
wherefoever they were, found enough to eat, anda fertil 
Soil to furnifh them with Fruit. Therefore they con-. 
tinu’d in SubjeGion: when they. pleas’d, had the Power of: 
Peace: and War, and never wanted a Subtiftance. Thofe: 
of Peru are peaceable, and fubmiffive, becanfe they were 
all fubdu’d by the Jaga Kings, to whom they paid Tri- 
bute, and did: them Service; they were born under that: 
Obligation, and. if they would not doit, neceflity gs 

pell’d. 


ficult to 
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pell’d them; -becaufe the Country of Perz, is full of De- 
farts, and Mountains, and Fields of Snow ; fo. that, if they 
withdrew from their Towns, and Valleys, to thefe Soli- 


“tudes, they could not live, the Soil produciag no Fruit, 


nor is there any to, be found, but in their own Vales,.and 
Provinces. ‘This obliges them to ferve, and not’ forfake 
their Lands, rather than ftarve, and is a fufficient Argu- 
ment to folve the aforefaid Doubt. I will. now proceed 
to give a particular Account of the feveral Provinces ip 
this Government, and of the Spanijh Towns erected in it, 
with the Names of the Founders. From this City of Aye 
tiocha there are two Roads, the one leading to the Town 
of Anzerma, and the-other to the City of Cartage. I will 
firft {peak of that which goes to the Town of Anzenma, 
and then returg to the other conducting to Cartago, and 
Arma.

N the Way from 4ntitche to _Anzerma, is to be feen 

that. Famous and Wealthy, Hill of Buritica, which has 
yeilded fuch immenfe Quantity ot Gold in paft times. The 
Diftance between thofe two Places is 7o Leagues, the 
Road very craggy, Over great bare Mountains, with lit- 
tle Wood. All, or the greater part is inhabited by Ine 
dians, who have their Houfes very remote fromthe Road. 
A little way out of <Astiocha, is a {mall Hill, call’d Go- 


_rome, ftanding amidft {mall Vales, where there us’d to be 


many Dwellings of Jndians, but they are much decreas’d, 
fince the Spauiards came in to conquer them.: To this 
Town belong very rich Gold Mines, and feveral Brooks, 


where they may gather it. Few. Fruit-Trees, and but 


little Jndiae Wheat grow about it. The Language, and 
2 tay Oe ~  -Guftoms - 
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Cuftoms of: the Jndians are the fame as thofe we have 
fpokei of. | 

Hence the Road proceeds to a Settlement ftanding on 
a great Hill, where formerly was a Town confifting of 
great Houfes, all of them belonging to Miners, who dug 
Gold, the Place being very rich. The neighbouring- Cz- 
ciques have Houfes there, and the Indians us’d to gather 
them much Gold; and it is certainly believ’d, that moft 
of the Wealth found at Cevu, in the Graves dug up there, 
many confiderable ones of which Number I faw pillag’d, 
. before we went upon the Difcovery of Urute, with Capt. 
Alonzo de Caceres, came from this Hill. To return to 
the Point, I remember; that when we difcover’d this 
_ Town, with the Liceutiate Fohu de Vadillo, a Clergv-man 
—calld Francis de Frias, who march’d with the Forces, 
found in»a Houfe, or Hut of this Town of Buritica, a To- 
tuma, Which is like a great Pan, full of Earth, among 
which there appear’d very many large Grains of Gold. 
We alfo faw there, the Mines where it grew and was 
taken, and the Adazanas, or Coas, that is, the Wooden 
Inftruments, they work’d it with. When Captain George 
Robledo founded the City of -Astiocha, he went to fee 
thefe Mines, and they wafh’d, a Trough full of Earth, 
from which there came a confiderable Quantity of fome- 
thing very. fmall; one Miner faid it was Gold, and ano- 
ther that it was not, but only that we call Margaxita, 
which is~a glittering Sand like it, and we being upon our 
journey, no farther enquiry was made into it. When 
the Spaniards came to this Town, the Indians burnt it, 
and wou’d. never come again to inhabit it. 





I remember that a Soldier call’d Toribio, going out ‘to 


look for Provifion,. found a Stoné in a River, as big: asa 
Man’s Head, all full of Gold Veins that ran crofs it, from 
‘one Side to the other, which he took up to bring it to 
our Quarters; but coming up a Hill, he met a little J- 


dian Dog, which ~he ran at to kill him to eat, throwing - 


down -the Stone, which roll’d back to the River, and he 
fécur’d the. Dog, valuing him above Gold,.for the Hun- 
ger he endur’d; fo that the Stone remain’d in the Ri- 
ver, from whence it was firft taken; and had it been 


cofiverted into any thing that was-eatable, there had been : 


enough 
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enough that would have gone back for it, we being then 
in great Diftrefs for. Provifions. 7 

I faw a Black belonging to Captain:George Robledo, at 
another River take two very large Grains of Gold, out 
of one. Trough full-of Earth. In fhort, had the Natives’ 
been gentle, and of a good Difpofition, not fo bloody as 
to eat one another, and our Commanders and Gover- 
nors more compaflionate, fo as not to confume them 
the Land thereabouts would have yielded much Wealth; 
At the Town that ftood on this Hill call’d Buritica, {prings 
afmall River, and below it is a large Plain, like a Vale, 
where is feated a Mine Town, nam’d Santa Fe, or S. Faith, 
built by the fame Captain George Robledo, which is Suf- 
fragan to the City of Astiocha, and therefore no more 
needs be faid of it. Rich Gold Mines have been found 
near this Town, upon the great River of Santa Afarta, 
that runs by it. In Summer, the Blacks and Jzdians ga- 
ther much Wealth on the Shores, and when there are 
more Blacks they will get greater Treafure. By this 
Town is alfo another. call’d Xundabe, of the fame Nation, 
and Manners, as its Neighbours. There are many very 
populous Vales, and a Ridge-of Mountains in the Midft, 
which divides one Part from the other. Still farther on 


as another Town, calld Caramanta, and the Cacique, or

He People of this Province are comely, warlike, and 
differ in Language from thofe we have pafs’d. This Vale 

is encompafs’d on all Sides with very rugged Mountains, 
acrofs the midft of it runs a gentle River, befides feve- 
ral other Brooks, and Springs, where they make Salt, as 
they do in a fmall Lakein this Vale, whereof I hall fpeak 
| teen (OL ST eaeens 
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hereafter: ‘The Lords, or Cacigues, and their Officers had 
“yery large Houfes, and-'béfore their Doors there were 
thick ‘Caties ‘of ‘the’ Growth ‘of the Country, like’ fmall 
-Beam$, on’ which were'’many’’Heads ‘of their Enemies 
swhich: they “cut off, when they took ‘them’in' War, with 
fharp Knives iiade ‘of Flint,'or of a fort of Rufhes, or 
the: out’ Rinds of «Canes,’’ which they: bring to a very 
‘good Bdge. / Others they‘ us’d toput to miferable Deaths, 
cutting off fomé of ‘their Limbs, according’ to their Cue 
ftom, and thén eat’ them, -fetting up their Heads on the 
“Top‘of their Canes, as has Peet tate no kere 

--Betwee:t. thefe Canes they plac’d fome Boards, on which 
they carwd’the Figure of the Devil, in .a very hideous 
‘Hunvan Shape, and other Idols, and Refemblances of Cats, 
which ‘they ador’d.. When they wanted ‘either Rain, or 
Fair’ Weather for .their Land, they made - Application 
to thefe Gods of theirs, as the’ Natives themfelves inform’d 
‘ns: “Thofe who were appointed‘ for, that. Function, con- 
vers'd with the Devil, they were very fuperftitious, and 
"great Sorcerers, and obferv’d many Signs and Tokens, 
performing feveral vain ‘Ceremonies. When we went thi- 
‘ther with the Licentiate Sohn: de Vadillo upon the firft Di- 
4covery; the Interpreters told us, that the Chief Lord ‘of 
them, ’‘call’d Cauroma, had many of thofe Idols we faw in 
Wood, made of moft pure Gold; and they affirm’d, there 
was fuch Plenty of this Metal, that the faid Lord took 
‘as much‘as he pleas’d out of’ one River. 

They were cruel Man Haters, and had open fpots of 
Ground before their Houfes, where they~ rear’d the 
Canes already fpoken of, and in thefe Places they had 
their Graves, or Monuments, after their Country Fafhion, 
like thofe before mention’d. The Soil is plentiful, yeild- 
ing much Indian Wheat, and. fuch Roots'as they Sow. 
There are few, or no Fruit Trees. ; 

On the Back of this Province Eaftward, is that they 
call Cartama, being as far as Captain Sebaffian Relalcazar 
difcover’d. They us’d the fame Language, and had the 
fameCuftoms with the laft, were rich in Gold, had little 
Hovufes, and all the’ Men went Naked, without any 
Cloathing, but only little Clouts before their Privities. 
The Women had {mall re Cloths, which cover’d them 

trom 
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from the Waite. downwards, the reft all Bare.  fuft-be- 
yond the Province of Cartama,|is.a-Mountain yery. thick. 
Wooded; and above 7, Leagues .oyver, ‘where-we fufferd. 
much by Hunger and Cold, when we went,with Kadilla, 
and I may fafely affirm, I never, endur’d  fo,.much; Famine 
as I did then, tho’ I have.been upon fome very fatiguing: 
Difcoveries and Excurfions.. We. were fo much; concern’d, 
to find our felves.in.fuch thick..Woodsy that we could. 
not fee: the Sun,..nor. find any .Way,.or-—mect: a» Guide, 
or, any Body to tellus, whether we, were. near any. ha- 
bitable Place, or far of, that we were upon the Point of 
returning to Cartagena. It was.a great Help. to us to: 
find that fort of green Wood I faid there is on. the 
Abibe, for it ferv’d usto.make as much Fire as-we would.. 
Thus we open’d a way with meer force of Arms, and 
pafs’d thefe Words, leaving fome Spaniards, and feveral: 

Horfes behind ftarv’d to . Death. Sayer TTR 
Beyond this Mountain lies a. {mall Vale, without any 
Wood, and thinly Peopled; but.a little farther we faw 
a large delicious Valley yery populous, the Honfes in it 
Randing clofe. together, and all New, fome. of them very 
fpacions, and the Fields full of Provifions, of their Roots, 
and Judian Wheat. Moft of thefe Houfes were. afterwards . 
abandon’d, and the Natives forfook their Country. Mae 
ny of them to fhun. the Cruelty of the Spayiards went 
away to a. parcel of Rugged high Mountains, that are. 
beyond this Valley, which is call’d of Cimg. Two Leagues © 
and a half from it is another fmall one. form’d by a:. 
Ridge, proceeding from the Mountain, where now ftands 
the Town of Aszerma, at firft call’d Santa. Ane- 
de.los Cavalleros, or St. Anne belonging to the Knights, which . 
1s feated between two fmall Rivers, on a. little Hill, . 
plain on both Sides, cover’d with Abundance of beauti- 
ful Fruit Trees, both of the Country Growth, and oe. 
thers brought. from Spam, and.full of Grain, which grows. 
very well. The Town overlooks all the. Country about 
it, as ftanding on the higheft Ridge, nor is it to be ap- 
proach’d any way, without Diftovery from. it; and. it is 
encompafs’d on all Sides by confiderable Dwellings of 
feyeral Caciques, or little Lords, who, were Friends ae: 
| mong « 
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mong themfelves'; their Towns ftood near one another; 
but the Houfes at’ fome Diftance.

A {mall River runs clofe “by; and it\is-a League from 
the great one. of Satz Marta, of which, 1 defign-.to 
write a particular Chapter, giving an Account of-its 
Source, and how it divides.into two Branches. Thefe Ivdians 
had a Chiefor Lord of. a good-Prefence,; whofe Name’ was 
Giricha..- When 1 was there, avery great Houfe’ of his 
ftood juft at the entrance into his Town, and many o- 
thers in feveral Parts .of it; and before that great one 
Was'an open-Spot, of Grounds all over fet with thofe 
thick Canes, 1. faid there were at, Caramanta, with. the 
Heads. of Indians. they. had. eaten. on the Tops of them. 
He had feveral; Wives: 

Thefe Indians ufe the fame Language, and Cuftomes as 
thofe of Caramanta,;.and are more bleody, and fond of 
Man’s Flefh. .That the Reader may conceive the Hard- 
fhips .endur’d by thofe.who. go .upon~ Difcoveries, 1. will 
relate what happen’d in..this Townj~when we came to 
it, with the Licentiate-fohn deVadillo,-and was, ‘That the 
Natives having hid all oe Provifions, in fome Places 
“Re we 
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we found no Jndiaz Wheat, nor any other. thing .to eaty- 
and as. for“ Flefh we had_tafted none: for. above: a-Vearsc 
unlefs it were that of the Horfes that dy’d, or fome Dogs, 
and fuch...was..our...want,...that...we.had..not-fo~-much=as 
Salt. About 25, or 30 Soldiers, going abroad a “Marauding, 
or to {peak plain, to ‘ftealewhat they could find; near 
the great River they lighted on fome People, that. had 
fied; for, Fear. of. being feen, and \ taken . by uS.), There 
they found a great Pot, fulk of . boil’d-;Meat,.and.their 
Hunger was fo great, that they thought of nothing but 
eating, believing the Flefh was of thofé Creatures they call 
Curies, becaufe they found fome of them in the Pot; but

The Men went’ naked; only the 
Chief of them were cover’d with a long Blanket, and. 
wore Clouts about their Wafte, like the reft. The Wo- 
men, ' defides: the Cloathing I‘havé mention’d) “had their 
Hair:curioufly»:comb’d'; with Collars. of ‘feveral “pie- 
ces of Gold about ‘their: ‘Necks, ‘and Rings ih their ~ 
Ears ; making Holes in their Noftrils to ftich Gold 
Beads.in.them,.fome {mall and- others large: The*Mordé 
had many Gold Veflels to drink out of, and Abundance 
of Blankets for themf€lves and. their “Wives, adorn’d 
with Gold Plates, fome round, and fome like Stars, be- 
fides, many. other Jewels of feveral forts, of this fame 
Metal. They call the Devil Xixarama, and. the Spaniards 
Tamaraca. Some of them were great Sorcerers, and Bota- 
nifts. “They Marry’d off their’ Daughters, after they had 
loft their Maiden-heads, and did not value , Virginity... ,In. 
their Martiagés they us’d'no fort of Ceremony. Tn one Part 
of this: Province ‘call’d Tanyas when their Lord dy’d, they. 
laid the Bodyiiito a Hamack, and’made a great Fire all about. Dead Bo- 
it, digging a Hole ‘urider the Carcas, into’ which the Moi- dies parch- 
fture, and Greafe melted by the Hear dropt. -When the. ed. 
Body was ‘half burnt; the Kindred ‘came’ about, Making. 
mighty Lamentation, which ended-they drank their Wine, 
and.repeated ‘their Pialms, or Bleffihgs’ dedicated to their 
Gods, after their’ Manner, and as they ‘were taught, by 
their Foretathers.. This done, they lay’d the Body wrap- 
ped in feveral Blankets into a Coffin, and kept it fome 
Years -unbury’ds when thoroughly dry’d up, they. plac’d 
it in ‘the: Tombs, 'or-Graves they made in their Houles.

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that Place. The Indians are fmall of Body, and have 
fome: Arrows brought from beyond the Mountains Andes, 
. where they ufe them. » They are great Traders, and their 
principal Commodity Salts-but go naked ; as do the Wo- 
men,: having only) {mall Clouts, that cover them from 
the Belly to the ‘Thighs, yet they are rich in Gold, and 
the Rivers roul much of this Metal. In other Particulars 
they.are like their Neighbours. 

At a Diftance from this Town, is another, call’d Afugia, 
where there is great Plenty of Salt, and many Merchants, 
wo carry it beyond: the Mountains; for which they 
bring back much Gold, Gotton Cloth, and other things 
they want. Beyond this Town Eaftward lies the Valley 
of Aburra, in the way to which the Paflage over the Avdes 
is eafy, there being little Mountain, and but one Days 
Journey. This.we difcover’d with Captain George Robledo, 
and faw only fome. finall Towns, different from - thofe 
we were paft, and not fo rich. When we enter’d the 
Vale of Aburray the Natives took fuch a Diflike to us, 
that they and their Wives hang’d themfelves on the 


Trees, in their Hair, or with the Clouts they tye about 
them,

In this Vale of Aburra there are feveral flats, the Land’ 


is very fertile, and fome Rivers crofsit. Farther on, we 
faw an ancient great Road and fome others, along which 
they travel to trade with the Nations that lye Eaft of

travel through them. Beyond. Pueblo Liane is another 
call’d Cenufara, rich, and where jt is believ’d there are 
Graves containing much Treafare. ‘The Natives are well 
fhap’d, and. like thofe before mention’d in moft Particu- 
lars. Farther on is Pueblo Blanco, or White Town, and 
to go on to the. Town of 4rma,. we leave: the great: River 
on the right Hand. 

There are many more Rivers along this Read, which 
Tomit becanfe of their Number, and for that they have 
no particular Names. Near: Cenufara-is a River coming 
from the. Mountain, and very ftony, along which they 
travel. almoft a Days Journey; on the -left of it is a large 
and populous Province,’ of which I will {peak prefeutiy.

Cartago, 
and that a Spanifh Town, fhould sbe built there ;°which 
was accordingly done by Michael Munnoz, vin ithe “Year 
1§42.);dt! was.at Pirft feated on: a: Hill, entering the Pro- 
vince of Armas but: the Natives: Warr’d fo fiercely wpen 
the Spaniards, that. this, andithe waat.of Ground to Sow, 
and make their Settlements, obligd them to remove. it, 
fomewhat: ahove ‘two Leagues, from that Place» towards 
the great River, and it ftands.23 Leagues from the City 
Cartago, 12 from the: Town of  Anzerma, and one ‘from 
Rio Grande, or the great River,.in a» Plain: fpot theresis 
between two fimall Rivers, like the fide of a Hill, en- 
compafe’'d by great:Groves of Palm-Trees, different from 
thofe above mention’d, but more beneficial 5 for they take 
very. well tafted Palmitos from the Heart of them, and the 
Fruit they bear is very good, which being bruiz’d. with 
Stones yeilds a Liquor whereof they make excellent 
Cream, and Milk, as alfoa Subftance that burns in Lamps, 
like Oil. I have feen, and. made the Experiment of what 
I fay. 

The Situation of this Town is look’d upon as fome- 
what unwholfome. .. The Soil is fo fruitful, ‘that they only 
threfh the Straw, and. burn the Reeds, ‘and when thisis 
done ene Bufhel of Indian Wheat they Sow yeilds an 
hundred and more, and this they do twicea Year. O- 
ther things alfo thrive plentifully.. No European Wheat 
has been as yet Sow’d, fo that I know not whether it will 
grow, or not.. The Mines here are rich, and more at 
Rio Grande, or the great River, which is a League from 
this Town, than in other Places; for if they fet Blacks 
to work, every one cannot fail of getting his Mafter three, 
or four Ducats a Day. In Procefs.of Time, this will be 
one of the Richeft Countries in the Weft Indies. The 
Eftate given me, for my Services was within the Liberties 
of this Town, Pietitie 5.

His Provincé of :4rma, which gave its Name to the 

/ “Town, ’is-very large, populous, and ‘richer than 
aly about it, containing above’ 20000. Indians able to bear 
Arms, at'the Time when T-writ this, which was when 
firft we Spaniards enter’d it, without reck’ning Women, 
and Children. Their Houfes were very large and round, 


compos’d of great Poles, and Beams, reaching from the. 


Top to the Bottom, and forming a fmall round Arch 
above; where the Timber Work ‘ended, the Covering of 
Straw. - Within thefe Houfes there were feveral Apart- 
ments fever’d with Mats, and they contain’d many In- 
hebitants. The Length of the Province is about ten 
Leagues, and the Breadth fix, or feven; full of very un- 
cooth bare Mouiitains, without any Wood. The Vales 
and Sides of the Hills look like Orchards, they are fo 
full of all forts of Fruit Trees thefe Parts afford, and of

one particular which is very pleafant, of a purple Colour, | 


and call’d Pitabaya. This Fruit is of fuch a Quality, that 
if a Man eats but one of them, his Water will took 
like Blood. Another fort of Fruit is found on the Moun- 
tains, which I reckon very fingular, they call it..Uvellas, 
that is, little Grapes, being fmall, and of a delicious 
Scent. : 

Several Rivers have their Springs on the Mountains, 
and one of them, call’d the River of Arma, is trouble- 
fome to crofs in Winter, the others are mot:confiderable ; 
and according to the Nature of them, I verily believe, there 
will\;be Gold.-dug out of them in Procefs of Time, as 
plentifully as-Iron in Bifcay.. Thofe: who read this, if 
they have feen the Country as well as 1, will) not think 
it.Fabulous. ~The dediaus have their Farms: along \thefe 
Rivers; They: had! always bloody Wars among themfelves} 
and..in; many, Places their. Languages differ, infomuch, 
that’ there is .a {trange ere in every arate

that all the Jxdiaws, Men and Women of thefe Parts, tho’ 
they are fuch Multudes, that they are almoft innumerable, 
and fuch Diftance and Variety'of Countries, yet they look 
as if they were all born‘of, one Father and Mother. ‘The 
Indian, Women heére, are’ the moff deform’d ‘and filthy of 
any 1 faw io thefe, Parts. “Both Sexes went naked; ba- 
ting that to cover their Privities, they ‘put -Clouts ‘before 
them, but a Span broad, and a Span and ‘a half Yn length, 
this to hide the Fore-part, and all the reft bare. Some 
‘ef. thefe Women were Shorn, and fo were their Huf 
bands. 

The Provifions they have are Jndiaz Wheat, Yuca, and 
many other well tafted pats fome Guayavas, and coat 
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and Pixibaes Palm-trees. .The Prime, Men married any. 
Women.they Jlik’d beft, one..of which was reckon’d the 
Chief; andthe other Jediazsy took. one anothers Daugh- _ 
ters and. Sifters, without:any Rule, or Order, and very. 
few found their Wives. Maids. The Great Ones had ma- | 
ny, the reftone, two, or more, according to their Abi- 
lity. Burials and Inheritance. as has been faid in other

Thefe. Indians were fo greedy of Human Flefh, that they 
have been known to make Prifoners of Women ready to be 
deliver’d, and tho’ they belong’d to their next Neighbonrs, 
to rip up their Bellies, with their Flint, or Cane Knives, 
and taking out the Infant, to roaft itat a Fire made in a 
Pan, and devour it immediately ; and then cutting the 
Mother in Pieces, to eat her, in that filthy Condition, fo 
haftily, that it was amazing to behold. . pe in 

All the Authority. the Caciques have.over them,, is, that 
they build their Honfes, till their Lands, give: them .as 
many Wives as they defire, and gather. them Gold in the 
Rivers, wherewith, they Trade in the Neighbouring Parts $ 
and. they, call: themfelves Commanders. in War, and are 
in all the. Battles they fight, They are an unfteady Peo- 
ple in all Refpedts,.. have no: manner of Shame, nor do 
they know what Virtue is; but are fharp enough among 
one another for any Knavery. .Somewhat to the Eaft- 
ward of this Province, is the .aforefaid Mountain call’d 
Andes, very high and craggy. In all thefe Parts the Wo- 
men are-deliver’d without. Midwives, as is done general- 
ly throghout the Wef-Jndies, and as foon as the Infant 
is born, they go and wash themfelves and their Children 
in the River, without keeping up one Moment, or recei- 
ving any Harm by the Air, or Weather.

Byond the great. Province of .4rma, is another call’d 
B Paucura, which. contain’d § or 6000 Indians, when 
firft we enter’d with Captain George Robledo, and dif- 
fers in Language from the laft; but their Cuftoms are 
the fame; excepting, that thefe are better People, and 
more likely, and that both Men and. Women. wear {mall 
Cloths, which cover. part of their Bodies.

Country, it contain’d above 12000 Indians, that bore Arms, 
and all Naked, neither Men, nor Women wearing any 
thing, but fimall. Clouts to cover their Privities ; in. alp o- 
ther Particulars they refemble thofe already fpeken of; 
tn Eating, Drinking, and Marriages; and accordin ly Bu 
ry their Lords like the other Indians of thefe Parts before 
mention’d; and have their Enemies Heads fet on Canes 
before their Doors, which are- dreadful to behold, for they: 
took like Devils, with their long Hair, iand Faces hideous 
ily painted. They cut. Holes. im: the lower. Part of the 
Canes to. fuck in the Air, fo that when. the Wind blows 
they make a Hellith fort of Mufick. , 

‘Thefe Indians like, Man’s Flefh as well as thofe of Pozo 
for when. we were there the firt time, with the :Com- 
mander George Robledo, above.4000 of thefe Natives of Pi 
cara follow’d. us,. and fo order’d. it, that they: kill’d, and 
eat at leat 300, udians. . Thefe People had always spoint- 
ed Stakes of the Black Palm-tree, as fharp as Steek ftuck 
up in Pits, and dexteroufly cover’d over-with Straw, or 
Grafs. When the Spaniards and they were at ‘War, they 
plac’d fo many, that it was troublefome travelling about 
the Country, and. many had them-rygn into ~theiz Feet, 
and Legs. Some of them ufe Bows and Arrows, but not 
poifon’d, nor do they know how to fhoot them, fo that 
they do little Harm. Slings they have, and: caft Stones. 
with them furioufly. The Men ate of a middle Stature, 
as are the. Women, and fome of thefe Handfome. De- 
parting hence towards the City of Cartago, we'come to 
the Province of Carrapa, which is not far diftant, but po- 
pulous, and wealthy, | :

Robledo, the firft time we came into ‘their Province with, 
him, which weigh’d 3090. and ‘odd Pieces of eight ; and 
at the fame time they: gave him'a.Gold Cup; ‘worth290, 
befides two Mens. Burthen: of this fame Metal," in feveral 
forts of Ornaments... The Standard ‘was’a long: and. nar- 
row Piece of Cloth, fet upon a Staff, and all cover’d with 
{mall Pieces of Gold; fome like Stars, and: others round: 

In this Province there are Abundance of Fruit-trees ; 
fome Deer, and. thofe they -call Guadaquinajes, and other 
Game, as alfo feveral other forts ofi Provifions of the Growth 
of the Earth, and favoury Roots. From hence we pro- 
ceeded to the Teritory of Quinbaya, in which the City 
Cartago is. feated, being twenty two Leagues from the 
Town of Arma. Between thefe two Teritories of Carrg- 
pa and Quinbaya liesa very {pacious Valley, not inhabited,. 
which belong’d to the Tyrant abovemention’d, call’d 7— 
rua, who commanded at’ Carrapa.. His Predeceflors and 
he had bloody Wars with the People: of Quinbaya, who 
forc’d. them from their Native Country, and they. pof- 
fefled themfelves of Carrapa. It was reported, there: were 
wealthy Graves of great Men in it. :

VYCHE Territory of Quinbaya is about. 15,Leagues in 

’“§ - Length, and. +0 “in Breadth, from Rio Grande,-that 

is, the Great River, to the Saowy Mountain of, the Azdes, 

all of it véry populous,-and not fo -nuncooth and craggy 

‘as. the laft:. There. are-fpacious. Fields of. Canes in it, 

‘fo ‘thick, that there is no ;pafling through them, without 

“much Trouble, and all the Cpuntry is. fo full of them, 

that’ I have ‘never feen or heard of the like in any Part 

of the Weff-Indies, which Nature feems to have provi- 
ded, that the Natives. might not be at .a Lofs. to build 
their Houfes. The Snowy Mountain, that is the great Ridge 
of the Azdes, is feven Leagues from the Towns of this Pro- 
vince, “On the,, Top‘ of-it is. a fiery Irruption, which in 
clear Weather is’ feen to, ‘calt out. Abundance, of Smoke, 
and from it come;down feveral Rivers, watering all the 

Country. The Chief of thefe are that. of Tacurumbi, that 

of.Cegue, that. which runs,by.the City, and. others too 

‘tedious to enumerate. In.Winter, when they are. fwoln, 

they have Bridges over them made: of Canes bound. to- 

‘gether with {trong Withes, and. faffned to the Trees on 


Both Sides. Here is Plenty of Gold; for when I was: 


in this City, in the Year15$47, above 15000. Pieces of Hight 
were gather’d, in 3 Months, and then the, greateft Spa- 
wiard had not above 3, or, 4, Blacks,..and a few. Jx- 
‘dians. Some Valleys are form’d, where thefe Rivers run, 
though; as has ‘been faid, they are full. of Canes, and a- 


mong them Abundance of the Country Fruit-trees, and 


whole Woods of the Palm-trees. they. call Prxiuzes. 
Among thefe Rivers there are Springs of Salt Water, 
and it is -wonderful to, fee how -they rife amdf ,thein, 
Tt fhall hereafter make a particular Chapter. of them,.as 
being: very remarkable. The Men proper, and well coun- 
tenane’d, as ate the Women, and thefe very loviag. 
: ; Eh: 1‘ 
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Their Houfes finall, cover’d with the Leaves of Caries, - 
aud the Soil produces Abundance ef European-and Indian 
Plants, fet by the Spamsards. ~The Caciques were dainty, 
Kept many Wives, and all of them in this Province Freinds 
and Confederates. : They us’d mot to éat ‘Man’s Flefh, un: 


lefs upon great Entertainments, and only the Lords:were 


tich in Gold, having the Reprefentations of all things they 
had ever feen made in that Metal, and very large Veflels 
of it to drink their, Wine. .I f4aw one the Cacique. Tacur 
rimbi gave Captain George’ Robledo, which held 3 Quarfts. 
The fini Cacique gave a larger and “richer to Michael 


‘Munnoz. "Their Arms are’ Lances, Darts, and a Sort ‘of 


Slings, which they fwing about, and with them calt Ar- 
tows, being {curvy Weapons. They are generally Un- 
derftanding, and Diftreet, and ‘many of them ‘gteat. Sor- 
cerers. At their’ merry Meetings they make Sports, and 
after fmart Drinking, the Women draw up in Bodies, one 
on the one’ Side, and another on the Oppofite, the Men 
do the like, and the Boys are not idle, tor they follow 
their Example, and all run at one another, crying witha 
Lone, Batatabati, Ratatabati, that is, Let us ‘play, Let us 
play, and thus they ‘begin the Game cafting Sticks, and - 


Darts, and it ends ‘in Many“Wounds, and the ‘Death of 


Dancing. 


fome. They make ereat Targets of their Hairy and por 
ry them to the Wars: : . | 
Thefe were an obftinate People, and hard to be fub- 
do’d, till’ the old. Caceigques were executed, tho’ Y. know 
not with how much Juftice fome of them fuffer’d, fince all 
the Quarrel’ was about taking away their Gold, and o- 
ther things, we fhall fpeak of in their Place. “When they 
went abroad “to their Solemnities and Feftivals, they all 
met, and two of them play’d upon Drums; then another 
led up the Dance, and all the ‘reft follow’d, every one 
carrying a Veflel of Liquor in his Hand; for they.Drink, 
Sing, and Dance at the fame time. In their Songs they 


‘recount their prefent Sufferings, and the A@ions of their’ 


Forefathers. For Religion they have none, but converfe 

with the Devil, like the reft. ee 3 
When fick, ‘they us’d’ frequent bathing, and faid they 
then faw frightful Viffons and fince Iam upon this Sub- 
ject, I will here relate what happen’d in this Proyince of 
sewer s..! vty , Quinbaya, 
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Quinbaya, i the Year 1546. At’the-time when the Vice- 

roy Blafco Nunnez Vela had his Hands full,- with the Trou- 

bles occafion’d by Gonzalo Pizarro, and his Gang,-a gene- 
ral’ Peftilence rag’d throughout “all Peru; ‘beginning beyond 
Cuzco’ and ‘running through the whole Kingdom,’ with the 
Deftru@ion of. infinite Numbers’ of People. ° The Nature’ 
of the Diftemper was 4’Pain in the Head{ and violent 
Fit of a Fever, then the Head-ach fettled’in the Ear, and 
grew to fuch a Height, that the Patient could’ not hold 
out above two, or thrée Days’ “Fhe Placue'came: to this’ 
Province, where there ‘is ‘a’ River cal’d Conforz, “almoft 
half a League from the City of Czrtago, and hard by it 
a Lake, of whofe Water they make Salt. Many Indian 
Women being here together, making Salt for their Maftérs 
Houfes, they faw a Tall Man., with his “Belly ripp’d open, 
and all the Bowels taken-out; ‘and’two Children in his 
Arms, he coming up to the Women faid, I do affure you I 
will kilt. all: the Women belonging. tothe. €hriftians, and moft of 
yous and then went -his,..\Ways: The Ivdian Men and 
Women, it being Day, were not frighted at-all, but 
laugh’d; when they told this Story, at their Return home. 
In another Town belonging to one Giraldo Gileftopinnan, 
they faw the fame Figure*'on Horfeback, and fcowring 
over theHills and Mountains like Lightning, where, a few 
Days after, the’ Peltilence, and Pain in the Ear began to 
rage fo furioufly, that it deftroy’d. moft of the People in 
the Province, and the greater Part'of the Women belong 
ing to. the’ Spaniards ‘dy’d; with fuch a‘ general Terror, 
that the Spamardsthemfelves feem’d to be aftonith’d, and in 
a Fright. “Many Indian Women and Boys affirni’d, they 
had feen feveral of their Country People that were dead. 
They have Senfe enough to conceive there is fomething 
more in Man befides the Mortal Body, yet they have no 
right Notion of the:Soul, but imagine fome’Sort of ‘Tran 
mutation, ‘and believe the’ Bodies’ are all to rife again 5 
but the Devil perfwades them, it fhall be in a Place, 
where they fhall live at Eafe, and in much Pleafure. For 
this Reafon they bury with them much Liquor, Indian 
Wheat, Fifh, and’other things; as'alfo their’ Arms, as if 
thofe wou’d avail ‘te deliver them from Hell. The fame 
Cuftom is here “as in other Places, for! the: Sons to inhe- 
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The Seventeen Years Travels. | * 
rit, and for want of them the Nephews by a Sifter, Thefé 
ludians Of Quinbaya were.not originally: ofthis Country ;. 
bnt, came into) it Jong Jince, deftroying all the Natives, 
who it is likely-were.maumerous;. as appears, bythe; Quan-- 
tity of till’d Lands for all-thofe which afe.now Fields of, 
Canes do, feem to have been,formerly till’, and-inhabit- 
ed, and fo.do'thofe Parts that are Wooded,..where.fome 
Yreesare as thick.as: two Oxen, and others more, which 
makes me conclude it-iswery long fince. thefe Jedians came 
to inhabit here... ‘The Air of, the Country is very healthy, - 
andthe Spaviards jive long,;and..free from Difeafess-nor-iss

WolHefe Fields of Canes, ddhavefpoken. of, sare fo ithick;; 
vil > that -ualefs,ja Man be’ very;,well acquainted :with-the. 
Country, he'will be loft in them, and never: find his Way 
out; and aniong them there are many of thofe Trees they, 
call Ceybas, very thick and, fpreading, befides feveral, other, 
Sorts of ‘Trees I cannot ;‘mention;, ‘as net.knowing. their: - 
ames.» ‘There, are walt Cavities in-fome.of them, where: 
Bees breed, and when they: have’ made.their. Gombs, there 
is as good Honey taken from them, as any in Spain. There 
is one Sort of Bees, that are little bigger chan Gaats, clofe 
to the opening of the Comb,after itis well put together, 
there fticks out a little hollow. Pipe, or. Fiftala,-like Wax, 
and about the Length of halt a) Finger, thro, which: thefe, 
Bees pafs to work, toaded with what;they have gather’d 
from the Flowers. The Honey of thefe Bees is very thin 
and a little tart, and each Hive yields fomewhat un- 
der a Pint of it, There is another Sort of them, a De- 
gree larger, and black, the others being white. The Way, 
thefe have to get: into the Tree is made of Weare criey 
ome 
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fome other Mixture, which renders it harder than Stone, 
‘The Honey is much better than the other laf fpoken 
of, and fome of the Hives yield about 5 Quarts of it. 
There are {till other Bees largér than ours in Spain, yet 
none of them Sting; but they all fall upon him they fee 
cuts the Tree to take out the Hive, and cling about his 
Hair and Beard. Some Hives of thefe~ great Bees con- 
tain above 7 or 8 Quarts of Honey, and it is better than 
hoth thofe before fpoken ‘of. 1 took fome of them my 
felf, but faw more taken by one Peter de Velafco, an In- 
habitant of Cartago. 

Befides the Sorts of Fruit already mention’d, there is 
another in this Province, call’d Caymiro, as big as a 
Peach, black, and has very finall Stones within, and. a Milky 
Subftance, which clings: fo faft to: the Lips and Hands, 
that it is hard to be got. off There is’ another Sort 
the Spaniards call Plums, excellently relifh’d, as alfo Aguaca- 
tes, Guavas and Guayavas, and others as fower as Lemmons, 
of a good Scent and Taft. The Canes growing fo thick 
in the Fields, there are many wild Be&fts among them, 
and great Lions, and a Creature like a fmall Fox, the 
Tail long, and the Legs fhort, of a dark Colour, and the 
Head like a Fox. I once faw one of thefe, that had feven 
Young ftanding by her, and hearing a Noife open’d a 
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to Frutt.

Purfe, or Bag, Nature had provided at its Belly, into. 


which fhe receiv’d them, and fled fo fwiftly, that I. was 
amaz'd to fee fo fmall a Creature run fo fait, with fuch 
a Burden. This Animal is call’d Chusha. There are very 
venomous {mall Snakes, Abundance of Deer, fome Rabits, 
and many Gwadaquinajes, which are a little bigger than 
Hares, and their Flefh good to,eat. Many other things 
I omit, as thinking them inconfiderable. 

The City Cartago is feated on the flat Top of a Hill,

between two Brooks, 7 Leagues from the great River of £9 City. 


Santa Marta, and near a fmall one, of whofe Water the 
Spaniards drink. Over it is always a Bridge of the large 
Canes, made as has been defcrib’d above. The Ways, and 
Avenues to the City on all Sides are bad and difficult, 
being extraordinary Dirty in Winter. It Rains the grea- 
teft Part of the Year, and there is dreadful Lightning, 
fome of which does Harm. This City is fo well ae 
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that the Inhabitants need not fear it fhould be taken 
from them; -and the Reafon is, becaufe. no Man can {ee 
it, till he comes up to the very Houfes. .. The ‘Founder . 
was the fame Captain George Robledo, who: built the reff 
already mention’d, in the Year 1942. The Name of Car-- 
tago, OY Carthage, was gi¥en it, becaufe moft of the: 
Conquerors and Difcoverers that were with Captain Ro- 
bledo at that Time, came from Cartagena. | 
Now I am come to this City of Cartage, 1 will pro- 
ceed, to give an Account of the great and {pacious Vale; 
in which the City Cali is feated, and that of Popayans, 
the way -to which is through Fields of Canes, till we: 
come out to a Plain, that is crofs’d.by a great River, 
call'd de la Vieja, that is, of the Old Woman, being four: 
Leagues from the City, and troublefome enough. to. pafs 
in Winter. Next we came to Rio Grande, or the Great 
River, a League from it, and having crofs’d it on Floats, 
or in Canoos, the two Roads join in one, that is, thofe 
from Cartagena, and from Azzerma. From the laft of 


them to the City, Cali is 50 Leagues ;. and from the firft 
little’ above ‘45. |

Lightful Vale, till’ we come to the City Cali. 


pe tess Vale begins to fpread it felf from the City of 
. ,Popayan, among the Ridges of Mountains I have- 
mention’d, being 12 Leagues over, in fome. Places more,, 
and in ethers lefs, contracting fo much at Times, and 
fo confining the River which runs through it, that there 
is no Poflibility of going on it in Boats, Floats, or any 
other way, for the Stream is fo Purioufly “Rapid, and 
there are, fo many Rocks and Whirlpools, that they fink 
all that is on it, and many Spaniards and Indians, with 
Goods of much Value have been caft away, without be- 
ing able to reach the Shore, All this Vale from the Ci- 


ty 
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ty Cals to thefe- Narrow +Paffes, was formerly full of 
Large’ and Handfome Towns, confifting of Spacious 
Houfes,! ftanding ‘clofe together. Thefe Towns and Jy- 
dians are all’ confum’d by’ War, and Length of ‘Time; 
for’when the Commander Sebaftian’ de Belalcazar, who 
was their firft Difcoverer and Conqueror, came amoug 
them, they always receiv’d him in Arms, fighting feve-

ral Battles with the Spamards, in Defence of their Coun 


try and Liberties, fo that many of them perifh’d. by’ the 
Sword; There is another Reafon, why they were fo foon 
deftroy’d, viz. That Capt. Belalcazar tounded the City Calz 
in thefe Plains, and amid{t the Zndias Dwellings, whence 
it was afterwards remov’d to the Place, where it now 
ftands. The Natives were fo obftinate in refufing to be 
Friends “with the Spaniards, whofe Dominion ‘they look’d 
upon as infapportable, that they woud not fow, or till 
their» Lands, which’ éccafion’d fach Scarcity, that moft of 
them died. When the Spaniards were gone from that Place, 
Abundance of the Mountain Indians, who liv’d above the 
Valley camé down, and fell upon’ fuch of the miferable 
Watives as remain’d, who were Sick and Starv’d, moft of 
whom, in afhort time they kill?’d and devour’d; and thefe 
are the Reafops, why fcarce any of thofe People are left, 

On the other Side of the River Eaftward are the Moun- 
tains Andes, beyond which is another more {pacious and 
beautifal: Valley, call’d of Weyva, through which the other 
Branch of the great River of Sasta Marta paffes.. On both

the Sides of the Mountains there were many Indiaz Towns, ° 


of feveral Nations and Cuftoms, all of them very barba- 
rous, for the moft part Man-eaters, and fond of human 
Flefhe On the Top of the Mountain there are fome finall 
Vales; which’ make the Province of Buga, the Natives 
whereof are brave Soldiers. They boldly met the Spaniards 
that) went thither, when Chriffopher de Ayala was kill’d, 
without the leaft Fear ; and after he was flain, his Goods 
were publickly fold at prodigious Rates, for they. gave 1600 
Pieces of Hight for a Sow and one Pig; finall Pigs yielded 
500 Pieces of Hight cach, anda Sheep of Peru, 280 Pieces 
of Right, which I faw paid by one Andrep Gomez, Now 
an Inhabitant of Cartago, to Peter Romero of Anzerma. The 
1600 Pieces of Hight tor the Sow and Pig, the Adelantado 
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irons Don Sebaftian de Belalcazar, recoyer’d out of the Goods of 


‘16e$, 


the Marfhal Don George Robledo, who was the Buyer 5 and 
I faw that fame Sow eaten one Day,. at an. Entertainment 
made, prefently after we came to the City Cah, withVa- 
dillo. Fohn Pacheco, one of the Conquerors, who is now 
in Spain, gave 225 Pieces of Eight for a Pig, and Knives 
were fold for 15 Pieces of Eight each. 1 heard Yerome Lewis 
Texelo fay, that when he went with Captain Atichael Afun- 
vox, upon the Expedition they call de la Vieja, he gave 
thirty Pieces of Bight for a Packing Needle, to make a 
Pair of Packthread Buskins, and I my felf have given Right 
Pieces of Eight in Gold for a Pair of thofe Buskins; and 
a Hinete Sheet of Paper was fold at Cai for thirty Pieces 
of Bicht. 

Much more might be faid here to the Honour of our 
Spaniards, for they value Money no more than Dirt, when 
they want any thing. They gave an hundred Pieces of 
Fight and more for Pigs in the Sows Belly, before they 
were farrow’d. I will not go about to argue, whether 
they were to be commended, who bought at thefe Rates, 
that there might be an Increafe; but the Reader may_ob- 
ferve how much was difcover’d, and: inhabited from the 
Year 1527to 1547- This will make all Men fenfible of the 
Honour that is due to the Difcoverers and Gonquerors, 
who have labour’d fo much in thefe Parts; and how rea- 
fonable it is that his Majefty fhould reward thofe who have 
undergone fuch Fatigues, and ferv’d him Loyally, without 
treating the Indians barbaroufly ; for thofe who have been 
guilty of it, in my Opinion, rather deferv’d to be punith’d 
than preferr’d. At the time when this Province was dif 
covering, they bought Horfes at 3 and 4000 Pieces of Hight, 
and there are fome to this Day, that have not been able 
to difcharge thofe old Debts, and tho’ their Bodies are 
full of Scars, and worn out with long Service, their Cre- 
ditors throw them into Goal upon that Score. 

Beyond the Mountains lies the great Vale abovemen- 
tion’d, where the Town of Neyva ftood, and to the Weft- 
ward of it, there are Greater and more Populous Towns 
on the Hills, for I have already fhewn how thofe in the 
Plains came to fail. The Mountain Towns reach to the 
Coaft of the South Sea, and run on Southward, “Their 

aa Houfes 
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large Trees, rais‘d like upper Stories, in which many In- 
habitants live.’ The Soil is very fertile, and abounds in 
Swine, ‘Dantas, and other wild Beafts, and-Birds, as Pea- 
cocks, Parrots, Guacamayas, and Pheafants; and there is 
Plenty of Fifh. “The Rivers we may fafely affirm are ex- 
traordinary rich in Gold. Not far off runs the great Ri- 
ver Darien, much fpoken of, on account of the City that 
ftood- upon it. Moft of ‘thefe Nations eat Man’s Flefh, 
Some of them have Bows and Arrows, and others the 
Clibs or Afazanas abovemention’d, as alfo: long Spears and 
Darts. 

Another Province lies above this Vale to the Northward; 
bordering on that ‘of Avzerma, the Natives whereofare call’d 
Chances a People fo. large, that they look like Giants, broad 
back’d, ftrong, very long vifag’d, and broad headed; for in 
this Province, in that of Quimbaya, and other Parts af India, 
as 1 fhall obferve hereafter, they fhape the Child’s Head, 
when firft it is born, as they pleafe, fo that fome have no 
Nape- of the Neck, others the Forehead funk, and others 
very long; which they do with ‘little Boards when they 
are juft born, and afterwards with Ligatures. Their Wo- 
meén are as lufty as themfelves, and both of them go’ na- 
ked and barefoot; wearing nothing but 4Zsures or Aprons 
#o cover their Privities, and thofe not of Cotton, but ta- 
“ken from the Barks of Trees, and made very thin and 
foft, a Yard long, and two Spans broad. In Fight they. 


ufe large Spears'and Darts; fometimes going. out of their 
Country, to invade their Neighbours of Azierma. When 
the Marshal Robledo came to:Cartago; the laft. time, to be. 


receiv'd as Lieutenant to the Judge Afichael-Diaz Armeda- 
riz, he fent a Party of Spaniards to fecure the Road that 
leads from Azzerma to the City of Cali, who there found 
fome of thofe Jvdians, that- were coming down to kill a 
Chriftian, as he was driving Goats to Cah. They flew one 
Sr two of thofe Indians, and- were amaz’d to fee their Bulk. 
Along the Hills coming down from the-Mountain, which 


lies so the Weltward, and in the-Vales they form, there. 


aré great Towns, and abundance of Indians, reaching ucar 
to the City of Cali, and bordering on thofe of the Barba- 
coas. Their Villages lie fcatter’d along the Hills, the Hou-

up in great Cotton Blankets. The-Dead of Note, are roll’d 
up in feveral of thofe Blankets, which are 3 Yards long, 
and.2 in Breadth. When they are thus wrapp'd up,, they: 
bind them about witha Cord, ‘thade-of 3 Strands, above 
200 Fathom long; having plac’d fome Gold Ornaments 
among the Blankets. Others are buried in deep Graves. 
This Province is within the Diftri@, and under the Go- 
vernment-of the: City of Cali. ee 

Near ‘them, -and.in -the Bottom! made by” the ‘River, 
ftands a Town, not very great at prefent, becaufe the In. 
habitants, who were once numerous, have been confum’d 
by the Wars. There isa great Lake by this Town, which 
{wells when the: River is flouded, ‘and has its Drains, when 
it -fallss: In this Lakeothey take an: infinite Quantity of 
Filh; which they give to ‘Travellers; and trade with it to 
the Cities of Cartago and Cali, and other Places. Befides 
what they eat and give away, they have great Stores of it 
to fell on the Mountains, and large Pans of Oil they draw 
4rom the Fifh. When we were! upon Difcovery with the 
Licentiate: Fohn_ de Vadille, we came to this Town in great 
Want, and found: fome Fith;> and afterwards, when we 
went with Capt. Rebledo to. build the Town of Anzermas 
there was as much as wou’d have loaded two Ships. This 
Province of the Gorrenes abounds in Indian Wheat and 
other Neceflaries, and has great. Numbers of Deer, Guada- 
quinajes, and other wild Beafts.and Birds. . Tho’ the great 
Vale -of Cali is very fruitful, there are large Fields left in 
common, and only ferve for the Deer and other Creatures 
to graze, becaufe there are not People enough to poflefs 
fuch fpacious Plains. 
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Of the: Situation of the City of ‘Cali, azd of the In- 
dians gn sts Diftritts, and who was the Founder of 
the 


O-come to the City Cali, we muft crofs: a’ fmall River}: 
ih cal?d Frio or Cold; hid among ‘Woods’ and’ Forefts. 
The Way to it is down a Hill, above’3 Leagues in’ De- 
feent. The River runs fwift and cold, as coming from 
‘the Mountains, whence it glides acrofs part of this Vale, 
and lofes its Name in':Rio Grande. Beyond this “River 
the Road is along vaft Plains; where there ate abundance 
of finall Deer, but very fleet.. In thefe Plains the Spe- 
niards have their Settlements or Farms, where their Ser 
vants refide to look to their Eftates. The Ivdians come 
to fow and reap the Jndian Corn, belonging to the Towns, 
which grows on the Hills.- Near thefe’ Plantations are 
many curious Trenches or Cuts that ferve to water the 
Corn Fields, befides which there are fome fimall Rivers of 
very good Water. Along the faid. Rivers and Trenches 
are planted abundance of Orange, Lime, Lemmon, Pomera- 
nate, and Plantan Trees, and: mighty. Fields of Sugar- 
Canes; befides.all which there are Pine Apples, Guaya- 
vasy Guavas, Guanavanas, Paltas,and a fort of little Grapes 
that -have a hard Rind over them and are well ‘tafted’; alfo 
Caymmites, Plumbs, great Store of other Sorts of excellent 
Fruit in their_Seafon, Spanifs Melons, Plenty of European 
and Indian Herbs and Grain. Our Wheat does not grow 
as yet, but they fay it will thrive in the Vale of Lile, 
which is 5 Leagues from the City. Vines have not been 
planted, but the Country is like to produce them aswell 
as Spain. 

The City is feated a League from Rio Grande, or the 
Great River aforefaid, upon a fmall one of excellent Wa- 
ter, coming down from the Mountains above it. The 
Banks are all delightful Orchards, always full of the 
Greens and Fruit already mention’d. ‘The Town ftands 
ona flat Spot, and were it not for the exceflive Heat, 
it 
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it is one Of the bef °Sitiations 1 Have? fen in’ great“Pare 
of the WW#-Indiet} as wanting inothiae that tan recommend 
it. “FRE Indians and Caciqués “belonping “to -Spznifl' Proprie- 
tors, live On the Mountains. I will fpeak’ of fome of 
their Caftoms, and of the Sea-Port Town, by which Com- 
modities and CatteP are convey’d to. them. That Year f 
left this City, there’ werem it 23° Inhabitants, that had 
Eftates and dedians under-them.*°They are never without 
travelling!

the neck. ‘They convers’d with the Devil, and had nei- 
ther Place of Worfhip, nor Religion. The dead were 
bury’d as in other Places above meution’d, with only 
this Addition here, when they were Cacigues, as I have 
been. inform’d, that the Neighbouring great Men, fent 
every one two. or three Women, who being condutted 
to the Place of Burial, were made drunk with their Liguor 
of Indian Wheat, and then. put into the Grave, to 
bear the Deceas’d Company, fo thatonone. of thefe Bar- 
barians dy’d, but he carry’d along with him 20 Perfons, 
or more; befides which they bury’d with them great 
Pitchers of their Liquor, and other Provifions. When 
travell’d through the Country of thefe Jzdians, 1 enquir’d 
very particularly: concerning: what-b write, asking them, 
why they practis’d fo inhuman a) Cuftom;, as to get Wo- 
men from their Neighbours, to bury with the Dead, be- 
fides their own; and was told, That the: Devil appear’d 
to them in a dreadful Form, and faid they fhould come 
to Life again in.a mighty Kingdom he had. provided for 
them; andtherefore they put thofe Men and Women inte 
the Graves, that they might go in more State. 

Throughout “all the Lands of thele -Paffos very, little 
Indian Wheat grows, but there are great Breeds of Cat- 
tle, and efpecially Swine. There is Plenty of Barley Papas 
and Xiquimas, very pleafant Granadillas, and other Sorts of 
Fruit already mention’d.» Among the Quillacingas there is 
much Jvdian Wheat, and they have the fame Sorts of 
Fruit as the others; excepting only about the Lake where 
thereare no Trees, nor any Indian Wheat, by Reafon the 
Country is fo cold as has been faid. Thefle Quillacingas 
are Robuft, Warlike, and fomewhat Turbulent. ‘There are 
among them many Rivers of good Water, and yeilding 
‘much Gold. One of thefe runs between Popayan and Pafto, 
call’d Rio Caliente, or the hot River, which is very danger- 
ous, and troublefome to crofs in Winter, there being great 
Ropes, or Cables laid over, to pafsit..

N ‘this’ Region of the Paffos there is another pretty 

large River, call’d Angafmayo, which is the utmoft 
Boundery of the Conquefts made by King Guaynacapa, 
Son to the Great Topa Ynga Yupangue, King of Cuzco. 
Beyond Rio Caliente, or the hot River, and the great 
Mountain above mention’d, the way is along Ridges and 
Sides of-Hills, and a finall Defert, where I endur’d much 
Cold, when I pafs’d through. it. © Farther on is a high 
Mountain, on the Top whereof. is a fiery Eruption, 
whence much Smoke rifes at fume Times, and formerly, 
the Natives fay it broke out and vomited Abundance 
of Stones. It lies on the right ‘Hand, as we go from 
Popayax towards Pasto. The Town is feated:in a delight- 
ful Vale, through which runs a.River of excellent Water, 
befides many other Brooks, and Springs that fall into it.. The 
Vale is call’d of tris, formerly very. populous, ‘but the 
Natives withdrew to the Mountains, which encompafs it 
on: both Sides, and are fome of them wooded, and. others 
bare." The Spaaiards have theit Settlenients, andi Farms 
all about this Valley, and all ‘the Plains: are fow’d with 
choice European and Indian Wheat and Barley, and there 
is a Mill to- grind Corn, for having fuch ‘Plenty of the 
European, they eat no Indian Wheat. . Thofe. low Grounds 
abound ‘in Dear,’ Rabits, Partridges, Pidgeons, ‘Turtles, 
Pheafants and\Pea-Hens, ofall which. the Jndéans kilt 
great Numbers.’ This. Country: of the Pastos is exceflive 
cold, and more in ‘ofr Summer Seafon than in Winter 5. 
the fame in the Spanifh Towns fo that.a Man has no 
Ocealion to be weary of his ‘Wives Company, or to com~ 
plain of many Cloaths.. The Summer and Winter Vary 
as in Spain. The delightful Town of Paso was~ founded 


by Captain Laurence. de Aldana, when the Adelantado Don 
Francifco Pizarro, was Governor, and Captain “General

Of the remarkable Springs and Rivers there ave in thefi 
Parts, and the notable Way of making excellent Salt, 


Wp Efore I enter upon the Borders of Pes, or leave the 
A Government of Popayaz, I think it will be conve- 
nient to give an Aecount of the remarkable Springs there 
are in this Country, and of thofe Rivers, of whofe Wa- 
ter, they make Salt, to fend to all thofe Nations, tho’ they 
have no Salt Pits, as being remote from the Sea. Whenthe 
Licutenant Foba de Vadillo went from Cartagena, we that 
were with him. crofs’d the Mountains of ,Abibe, which are 
very, craggy, and; difficult to furmount, fo that we, en- 
dur’d great Fatigue in pafling. them, many of our Horfes 
dy’dy and moft of our Bagage was. left behind. Being 
come into the Plain, we found great Indian Towns wood- 
ed.with Bruit Trees, and confiderable Rivers running by 
them. The Salt we brought from Cartagena being {pent, 
and we feeding on Herbs, and Kidney Beans, becaufe 
there was..no Flefli, but. that. of our Horfes and fome 
Dogs we kilfd,.we began to be much diftrefs’d, and many 
tor want of Salt loft their Colour, and grew pale, and 
lank; and then we fell in with fome Dwellings of the 
Indians, and took what we found, being only black 
Salt; mixt, with the Axi they. eat, and fo little that he 
was a, happy Man who met with it. Want, which teaches 
Men many notable things, fhow’d us, on the Top of a 
Hill, a little Lake, the Water. whereof was. black, and 
brackifh, a. fmall Quantity of which we put into our Pots, 
and it gave the Meat fome fort of Relifh to make it 
ble;

Salt. 
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The Natives of all that Country us’d to take'as much 
Water as they thought fit, out of this Spring, or Lake, 
and fome others of the fame Nature, which they boil’d 
in large Pots, till the greateft Part was~confum’d, and 
the reft fettled and confolidated into black: Salt; -of ino 
very good Tafte, yet fuch as it is, with it they drefs 
their Meat, and fupply the Want they muft endure,~had 
they not thefe Springs. 

There is a River, fomewhat rapid, in a Village call’d 
Cori, which is in the Liberty of the Town of Anzerma. 
Near this River are fome Springs of. the Salt Wa- 
ter I have mention’d, which tthe Natives boil in great 
Pots, as has been faid, till three Gallons, or more is re- 
duc’d to a Pint, or fomewhat better, which they know 
how to condenfe, and it turns into moft excellent pure 
Salt, and as good as that they take cut of the Salt Pits 
in Spain. There are Abundance of thefs Springs all about 
the City -Antiocha, and they make fo much Salt, that it 
is carry’d up the Inland, for which they bring homé 
Gold, Cotten Cloth to wear, and other things they ftand 
im need of. : : 

Beyond Rio Grande, or the Great River; which runs 
near the City Cali, and’ near that’ of Popayar, below the 
Town of Arma, to the Northward, being with Captain. 
George Robledo, we found a Fown call’d Mungia, whence 
we proceeded to crofs the Mountains Andes, and difco- 
ver'd the Vale of -Aburra, and its Plains. In this Towne 
thip of Afuagia, and in another calPd Ceaufara, we found 
other Springs rifmg on Hills, near the Rivers, of ‘the 
Water whereof they made ‘fo much: Salt, that we faw 
Houfes almoft ‘fall of it; in’ Abundance of Moulds, like 
sugar Loaves; which they’earry’d through the’ Vale ‘of 
Aburra, to the Eaftward, and this Salt made thofe Igdians 
very rich. ae 

in the Province of :Czramanta, which is not’ far! from 
Anzerma, a Spring’ gufhes out, within 4 freth River and 
the Water of it exhales a’Steam, like Smoke, fhewing in ‘all 
likelihood: it proceeds from fome Metal there isin thofe 
Parts. Of this Water the Jndians make good white Salt, 
and. they fay, there is a Lake, near a large Rock, at the 

Foot whereof there is fome of the faid Water, whereof 
they 
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they make Salt for the Czciques, ‘and prime Men,’ and 
affirm it is whiter, and better than any other. In moft 
of the Townfhips of the Province of Avzerma there are 
fuch Springs. In thofe of Arma, Carrapa, and Picara there 
is fome Scarcity, becaufe.the People. are numerous, and 
there are few Springs to- make it, foe that what is car- 
ry d thither fells well. All the Inhabitants of the City 
Cartago have Neceflaries for making: of Salt, which. they 
do a League off, at an Indian, Town, call’d. Coz/ora, near 
which a {mall River, runs,.and_ by it, is:a little Hillock, 
from which gufhes a Spring of very black and thick Wa- 
ter, fome .whereof. they ,take from the Bottom, and ,when 
boil’d in’ Kettles, and the greateft Part confumi’d, they 
harden it, and it is a white Corn Salt, as. good as ours 
7“ Spaia, and the Inhabitants of that City ufe no o- 
ther. a ait 13 ee 

Parther on’ is another Townhhip, ‘call'd Coyzza, through 
which fome Rivers of excellent Water pafs, where I ob- 
ferv'd one thing I much ‘admir’d, ‘and~ ‘wa’;? that within 
the faid Rivers, and along the very .Channel of ‘them; 
there were Springs of this Salt Water, into which the 
Jndians ingenioufly thruft a. Sort; of large Canes there are 
in thofe: Parts, wade like |SHip, Pumps, and‘ through ‘them

that, of the River, and’ of it madé Salt.~ There’ are’ noné 
of thefe Springs about’ the City Calz, and” the Indians 
us’d to, barter, for Salt, in a.Province calfd los Timbas, 
near the Sea.”

are. very great Towns, which were, and continue populous ; 
for from thefe Valesirun Rivers of good Water, empty- 
ing themfelves in. the South Sea. Thefe Rivers forcing 
their Way. among:ithe Sands. before mention’d, {pread 
theinfelves, and the: Moifture: produces great Woods, and 
makes delightful: Vales,’ fome of them’ two or’ three 
Leagues over, where there are Abundance of Carob 
Trees, which grow,.tho’ very remote from Water.

They draw Trenches from the Ri- 
vers funning through thefe Valleys, fo artificially, that 
all the Land is water’d and fow’d without lofing the leaft 
Spot; and being always moiftned, the Sides of thofe Trenches 
are ever green, and delightful, and cover’d with Indian 
and Spawifh Fruit Trees, and Abundance of European, and 
Fudian \Vheat, and whatever elfe they fow is continually 
growing there.

People, and both they and the Pajffos very filthy, and th: Reads 


not look’d upon by their Neighbours. From the Town 
Of Pafto, the Road runs to one of the fate Nation call’d 
Funes, and. 3 Leagues farther.to another nam’d Jes. 
Three Leagues again beyond that is the Storehoufe, and 
Apattinents built by the Iygas and call’d Gualmatan, 3 
Leagues ftill onward from which is the Indian Yown of 


JIpales. All thefe Townfhips produce little or no Indian 


Wheat, becaufe the Country is very cold, andthat Grain 
extraordinary tender, but there is Plenty of Papas, Quinins 
and Other ‘Roots the Natives Plant. From Jpzales, the 
way goes on to the little Province of Guaca, and before 
we cote to it, begins the Road made by the Ingas, as 


famous ‘in “thefe Parts, as that Hannibal-cut through the . 


Alps, when he tenter’d Jraly, and this -is much more to 
be admir’d, both in regard of the great Store Houfes, 
and Lodgings erected along it, and for its being carry’d 
with ‘immenfe Labotir over fuch uncooth craggy Moun- 
tains, that itis amazing to behold. , 

On the fame Road is alfo a River, near which is to 
be feen the Spot where formerly the Iyga Kings 
had a Fort, being their Place of Arms to make Excurfi- 
ons, and fubdue the Paffos. Over the faid ‘River is a 
Bridge made by Natute, and looks as-if it were the

thick Rock, with an Arch, or Cayity-in the middle 
for the Current of the Water, and over it Trayellers

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pafs in fafety. This in the Inga Language is call’d Lumi- 
chaca, fignitying, Stone Bridge. Near, it is a Spring fo 
hot, that there is no enduring a Hand in it for any 
Time, befides other Sources, but the Water of the River, 
and the Wature of the Country is:fo cold)sthat itvis ve- 
ry uneafy to bear. Hard by this Bridge, the Ingas de- 
fign’d to build another Fort, and had trufty Guards 
there, who took Care that their own Men fhould not 
flip back to Cuzco, or Quito, becaufe they look’d upon: 
the Congueft of the Paffos, then in Hand, as fruitlefs. 
In moit of the Townthips above mention’d there grows 
a Sort of Fruit cal?d AvZortunnos, black and fimaller than: 
a Damfen, and among thefe another Sort of fmall. Plums 
very like them, whereof whofoever eats any Quantity 
is perfectly drunk, troubled with Vomiting, and conti- 
nues a whole Day in much Pain, and almoft fenfelef. 
This I know, becaufe when we March’d to Fight Gonzale 
Pizarro, one Roderick de las Pennas: my Friend, and one 
Tarazona, Enfign to Captain Perer de Cabrera and I, coming, 
to this Town of Guaca with other -Soldiers,. the aforefaid 
Roderick de las Penaas hapned to. eat fome of thofe fmall: 
Plums above mention’d, and was in fuch a Condition, 
that we all concluded he muf dye. From the finall, 
Territory of Guaea the Road goes on to Juz, the lait 
Townfhip of the Pa/fos, on the Right Hand whereof 
are the Mountains that look over the Freth Sea, and. 
on the left the Hills towards the South’ Sea. Beyond 
‘that again is a finall Hill, and on it a Fort, with a 
Ditch, formerly belonging to the Ingas,. of confiderable 
Strength among the Indians. From »Tuza, and this Fort 
the. way proceeds to the River Afra, which is very hot, 
and along it, there is. Abundance of Fruit, excellent: 
Melons, good Rabits, Turtle. Doves, and Partridges, and 
the Soil produces plenty of Barley, and Ivdian and Euro~ 
pean Wheat. From this River Adira Travellers go down 
to the large and magnificent Palace of Carangue, fhort 
of. which isthe Lake they call Yaguarcocha, which figni- 
fies Sea of Blood. Here before the Coming of the Spani- 
ards, King Guaynacapa being provok’d by the Natives of 
Carangue, aud other Neighbouring Townships, caus’d 20000 
Men to. be flain, and. caft into the. Lake, as the Indians. 
inform: 
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inform us, and the Number of the dead being {0 great 
the whole Lake look’d -as_if it had been Blood, and 
therefore they gave it the-aforefaid Name.

This 
Houfe of Czrangue ftands on a {mall Plain, and within 
it is @ Pond, or large: Bafon made of curious Stone, and 
the Apartment for the Jvgat is alfo built with beautiful 
Stones, artificially laid, without any Mortar, which igs 
very well worth obferving. There was formerly a Tem- 
ple of the Sun, and above 200. beautiful Virgins confe« 
crated to its Service, who-.were oblig’d to preferve their 
Chaftity, and if they fail’d) were feverely punifh’d. The 
Men that corrupted them, which they reckned a heinous 
Sacriledge, being cither hang’d, or bury’d alive. Thefe 
Virgins were highly regarded, and there were Priefts 


2 With 
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with them, to offer Sacrifices in their’ Way. This Tem, 
. ple of the Sun was in great Veneration, under the Juzgas 
who kept it in curious Order full of Veflels of Gold 
and. Silver, and other Wealth not eafy to be exprefs’d, 
for the very Walls, were cover’d with Plates..of Gold’ 
and Silver, and tho’ all be much ruin’d, ftill there is 
enough to fhow its former Magnificence. Here the Jngas 
kept conftant Garrifons both in Peace and War, to fup- 
prefs any Rebellion. Since we have mention’d thefe 
Jegas, fomething fhall be faid of them before we proceed. 
farther, for the better underftanding what they were. 
Note, Tat the whole Strubture here reprefented was call'd 
the Temple of the: Sun, as being the Sovereign Deity, but of 
the fix feveral: Piles appearing ia the Cut, that at the upper 
End was. peculiarly Dedicated to him, the next on the right 
of it to the Moon, that on the left to the Stars, the other 
again on the right, to the Rainbow, and the other on the left,. 
to Thunder and Lightning. The great Hall in the Mid- 
dle was for the Priefts to. meet in, the whole enclos’d as’ in: 
the Figure. The greatest of thefe Temples was at the Gity: 
Cuzco, as will be mention’d hereafter, aua this Reprefentation.

-YAving often Occafion to fpeak: of the Jnga: Kings 

_ and to: mention their many Palaces, and other things 

of Note, I have thought fit to: give fome Account of 
them in this Place, that the Reader may be acquainted 
with their, Grandeur, and:Worth. By the Information 
we have reeeivd fiom the) Indians of Cuzcoy it appears, 
that there. was formerly much'Confufion in, all the Pro- 
vinces of this Kingdom, we now call. Perz, and. thatthe: 
‘Natives..were fo. very. ftupid, and irrational, as is fearce 
#: credible... 
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credible. “They tell us, they were very brutal, that ma-  Brutaity 
ny of them, us’d to eat Man’s Flefh, and others, took of Ancien 


their own Mothers and Daughters for their Wives, be- 
fides many other heinous, and abominable Sins they were 
guilty of, obeying the Devil whom they all honour’d, 
and refpe&ted. They had alfo Forts, and Garifons on 
Eminences and high Hills, whence upon every trivial 
Occafion they. fally’d out to make War, killing, and ta- 
king one another Prifoners. Notwithftanding their being 
plung’d in thefe Enormities, and the Practife of fuch 
horrid Crimes, they fay that fome ofthem were religioully 
give, which was the Reafon of‘building ftately Tem- 
ples_in feveral Parts of this Kingdom, .where they: pray’d 
‘to; faw, aad Worthipp’d the Devil, offering Sacrifices, and 
performing many fuperftitious Ceremonies before the Idols. 
The People of the Country living after this manner,

Cuzco, and Enacted Laws as he thought. fit; and he and’ 


his Pofterity took the Name of Jzgas, fignifying Kings, or 
ereat Lords. They prevail’d fo as to Conquer all the 
Country from Paffo to Chile, extending Southward as 
far as the River Afaule, and Northward’ to the River: 
Angafmayo, which. were the Boundaries of the Empire, 
fo large that it reach’d above 1300 Leagues in Length 


They. built. great Forts, and ftrong Palaces, and Plac’d: 


Gommanders, and Governors in all their Provinces. Their 
Aétions were fo great, and their Government fo good, 
that few in the World exceeded them. They were very 


{prightly witted, and kept the rRecords, without the help of: 


Letters, of which no Know!edge was found through the 
Welt Indies. They civiliz’d all their Subjects, and order’d 
them. to. be. Cloatl’d, and iaftead: of: Shoes to'were O-otas,

At the Time when the laft Battel was fought in Peru, 
in the Vale of Xaquixaguana, where Gonzale Pizarro was

kill’d,about 200 Spaniatds of ‘us fet out front’ the Pro- 
vince of Popdyan, with thé Adelantado, or’ Lotd’ Licutes 
ant Dow Sebaftian de Belalcazar, to join his ‘Majefty’s 
Forces againft the Rebels, and fome of us, for we did 
not ‘all: March ‘together, coming to this’ Town, they 
furnilh’d us with Provifions, and al! other Neceflaries, fo 
orderly, and “plentifully; that 1. know ‘not where it could 
have been’ done:better , for they had in one Place great 
Store of Rabits, in another of Swine, in another of Poultry, 
and fo of Sheep, Laribs, and other things, and thts they 
fupply’d allthatcame that Way. :

I have alfo mention’d the Principal ‘Tewns in this 
Province, and will therefore now give the beft Account 
I could get of the Giants much fpoken of in Perit 
and faid to have landed. at.Cape Santa Elena, in the Ter- 
ritory of Puerte Viejo. The Natives inform us, they: re- 
ceiv’d a Tradition from their Parents, which. had been 
ef very ancient ftanding, that. there came thither by 
Sea, on Floats made of Rufhes, like great Boats,.a Parcel 
of fuch Monftrous great Men, that one of a good com- 
mon Stature did not reach above their Knees. That all 
their Limbs being proportionable to the Bulk of their: Bo- 
dies, it was amazing. to fee what vaft. Heads they had, 
with their Hair hanging down on their - Backs. Their 


. Eyes they, compare to Saucers, and fay they had no Beards, 


but were fome of them cloath’d in Skins of Beafts, others 
in fuch Garments as Nature provided them, and that they 
Brought no Women. Thefe Men having {fettled on this 
Point of Land, building a fort of Town, whereof there are 
ftill fome Remains tobe feen, and finding no Water, to 
fupply this Want, dug Wells of a prodigions Depth, 


- xn the folid Rock, till they came to the Water, and af- 


zerwards from it upwards lin’d them with Stone, fo that 
they will laft many Ages. Fhe Water in them is very 
good and well tafted, and. fo cool that it is a Pleafure. 
to drink it. When they had thus fettled their Habitati- 
ons, and dug their Wells, they .devour’d, and deftroy’d 
all the Provifions they could find in the Country round 


about; for they fay, that one of them would eat more 


than 
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than was requifite to maintain 50 of the Natives; and 
what they found afhore not fufficing them, they caught 
Abundance of Fifh in'the Sea. They livd much hated 
by. the Natives; becaufe they kill’d their Women. endea- 
vouring to.make Ufe of them, and the Men for other 
Reafons. The Indians were not able to deftroy thofe 
New Intruders, who had poffefs’d ‘themfelves of their 
Lands; tho’ they had ‘feveral’ Meetings to that Effeci, 
yet never ‘durft attempt it. Some Years after, thefe 
Giants ftill continuing there, and wanting Women, be- 
caufe the Natives were not fit for them, by Reafon of 
their vaft Bulk, or beeaufe they were naturally addicted 
to it, they gave themfelvyes over to the abominable Sia 
of Sodomy, and all-the Jpdians affirm, they receiv'd a 
Punifhment fuitable to their Crime, a dreadful Fire fallin 
from Heaven, whilft they were committing the Sin, wit 
a hideous Noife; out of the midft whereof came a bright 
Angel, with a Shatp, and glittering Sword, wherewith, at 
one Stroke, he flew them all, and they were confum’d 
by the Fire, fo that nothing of them remain’d but foime 
Bones; and the Skulls, which efeap’d the Conflagration, 
asa Memorial of the Judgment. _ 

This is the Account they ‘give of the Giants; which we 
are apt, to believe, ‘becaufe there have been mighty Bones 
found; in the Place they fpeak of: I have heard Spaviards 
declare, they have feen’ a Piece of a ‘Tooth, which if 
whole would have weigh’d a Pound; and that they had 
feen a Piece of a Shit Bone of an incredible Magnitude. 
This. is fome Proof of what they tell us, befides the Re- 
mains of their “Habitations, and the Wells they. duc. { 
cannot pretend to give any Account, whence thefe Mon- 
{ters fhould-comne: Bettie this very Year 1550 ‘in the Ci- 
ty of Lina, 1 was told, that when Daz Antonio: de Men- 
doza was Viceroy of New Spain, fome Men’s Bones were 
there found, as big, if not larger than thofe of the Giants 
I {peak of. Befides I have heard thatthe Bones of Giants 
had .beem 'found»sbefore’ in a very ‘ancient Tomb, in the 
City, of Afexico;-or fome ‘other Part of that Kingdom’; 
which having been feen by fo many, we may reafonably 
believe, that there were fiuch Giants, and pethaps the fame 
might be in both Places.

Formerly they us’d to entertain the Spaniards that 
travel’d by their Honfes with great .Kindnefs, but are - 
much alter’d, becaufe as ‘foon as the Spaniards fell to 
War among themfelves, they began to abufe the Indians, 
who therefore took an Averfion to thera; befides .. that. 
fome Governours .have fhew’d. themfelves fo mean {pi-. 
rited, that they have no Value for them; but on the, 
contrary are very proud of having fome of thofe for. 
their Servants who pretended to:lord it over, them... This, 
has been occafion’d by the ill Management of fome. Per- 
fons in Power, who could not brook the Orders feng; 
from Spaie for maintaining of the Natives in their) full. 
Liberty, and endeavouring to civilize them thoroughly ; 
tho” to fay the Truth few Governments in. the.World 
were preferable to» that’ of the Jngas. I cannot but. la- 
ment the Extortions, and. Violent, Pra@ices of the Spans, 
ards againtt the Indiaas, which. have. almoft - depopulated, 
thefe ‘Vales formerly fo full of Inhabitants, asias well.

Have often faid, it was a general Praétice in all thefe 

Parts, to bury all their -Treafure, a Quantity of Pro- 
vifions and Liquor, and fome of their Wives, with the 
Desd. At Cexzu, which is in the Frovince of Cartagena, 
J. was prefent in the Year 1535, when the Spawiards dug 
up many Graves in an open Field, near an Judian Tem- 
ple, fome of them fo ancient that great tall Trees were 
grown over'them, ard they took thence above the Value of 
a Million of Pieces of Eight, befides what the Natives 
had) convey’d away, and what was loft in the Earth. 
Many other Treafures have been found in feveral Parts, 
and the fame is likely to happen frequently. It is not 
long fince Fobni de la Torre, who had been a Captain 
under Gonzalo Pizarro, found one of thefe Graves in the 


Vale of Yza, which is in the Plains, and im it as 


much as was worth above 50000 Pieces of Hight. This 
manner of Burial fhews, they had fome knowledge of 
the Immortality. of the Soul; for the Devil, as they in- 
form, us, \gave them. .to underftand» that they were 
to rife again in a certain Place he had provided for 
them, where they fhould Eat, and Drink, and live at 
their, Eafe. . The better to perf{wade them into this Belief, 
he fometimes took upon him the Shape and Habit of 
thofe that were, Dead; and appearing thus vifibly to the

About the Temple, they fay, there were many, and 
ftately Apartments; for fuch as came on Pilgrimage, and 
none thought worthy to be bury’d near. the Place, but 
only the Lords, Priefts; and- Pilgrims, ‘who' brought Ot- 
ferings to the Temple. On the great Feftivals of the 
Year, Abundance of People aflembled together and had 
Sports;-and* Mufick, after their- Manner. When the Jngas 
conquer’d the Kingdom, and came to this Vale of Pacha- 
cama, it being their Cuftom to ere Temples to the Sun, 
and finding this which was fo great, fo ancient, and fo 
much: honour’d - by. -all- the. People. round about, they con+ 
cluded it would be a very difficult Matter to put it downs 
and therefore agreed with the Cuciques, and Prielts, that 
this Temple of Pachacama fhould remain as it was, pro- 
vided’ that another ftately one fhould be built, and that 
of the Sun have’ the Preference';' which was according- 
lydone, and feveral Virgins appointed to ferve it, at 
which they fay: the Pachacama Devil was highly pleas’d. 
The Indianseat firft faid this Pachacama us'd to appear 
to “fome of their Elders, and perfwade them that 
the God of: the: Chriftians, and he were the fame, that 
fothey might neglect to embrace Chriftianity, atid adhere 
to ‘his Worfhip; however they have. been all long fince 
Baptiz’d, aiid thefe Temples are quite gone to Ruin.

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“tos Guancas;* Yook’d upon’ as a healthy Place. The Cha- 
thapoya, and Guanca Indians ferve the Inhabitants of this 
City that are Proprietors, as do thofe of the Province 
of Cafcayunga, and others: There were great Apartments 
and Magazines of the /vgas in’ thefé Parts; their Towns 
“ate very healthy, and fome of them Have rich Gold Mines. 
Men and Women are all clad, had Temples formerly de- 
dicated to ‘their Gods, and Abundance of Sheep, and made 
curious Cloth for the Jngas,-as they do Still, and delicate 
TFapiftry of great’ Value. ‘Their Cuftotns, and. the _Pro« 
“duét of the Country differ’d little: or nothing from what 
‘has been already deftrib’d.” About the City the Spaniards 
shave their Farms, which. yield’ them niuch Wheat, and 


other things of Spanifh Growth. “To the “Eaftward of 


dt runs the Ridge of the Mountains Azdes, beyond which 
is AMoyabamba, and other great Rivers, and fome Nations 
of a lefs civiliz’d People’than thefe’f fpéak of. 

It is generally beliey’d that _the Progeny of a famoxs 
Commander among them call’d -Azcoalls fettled this way 
up the Inland, for’ they’ tell us,* that he feeing the 
Cruelty of the J#ga Generals, abandon’d his Native Coun- 
try, and went away with fuch of the Chancas as would 
follow’ hitn, and thére is a mighty talk of the Lake where 
they are reported. to have. built their. Towns. In. .the 
Year P90; above’ 200 Indians caine to the City Frozréra, 
Gomez dé Alvarado being then Governour, who faid, that 
a very preat Number of them departing their Couatry 
fone Years before, had travell’d through many Provinces 
where ‘they met ‘with fo muclt Oppofition, that only thole 
Here mehition’d had furviv’d.< “They declar’d, that to the 
Baftward, there are large and populous Provinecs, fonie 
of thenr‘abounding in Gold and Silver. 

The Gity of Leon de Guantico’ was firft founded in the 
Véar '1'536, by Gomez de. Alvarado, under. the, Direction 
efithe Governout Dow Francifco Pizarro. "This Province 
of Guanico wes firft fabje&t “to “the City -of Lima, whofe 
Inhabitants having’ more Lands than they were able to 
make Pood! and one Iiaropa, an Indian, being in Arms 
ravag’d all the Countty about. This oblig’d Pizarro, tho’ 
oppos’d® by the Counctl of Lima to order the building of 
the New City of Leow, to curb the revolting Indians, and 
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diftribute Lands to fuch Spaniards as, ftill wanted. , Some 


Years after. the firft building, it was again abandontp, 


on Account of the General Infurrection.. of .the Indians, 
throughout the Kingdom, Some Time after it was rebuilt 
by Peter Barvofo, and Jaitly, quite. fettled .and. eftablifh’d: 
by Peter de," Puelles, atter. the Rebel Yatopa was .,ta- 
ken. 
The Situation. is healthy. and the, .Mornings. and: 
Evenings extraordinary pleafant. . All. Sorts of Grain and 
Fruit, both European and Indian thrive well; there. is Plen- 
ty of Cattle and Foul, and fome Lions, and. large Bears 
on the Mountains. There was. a-Noble..Jnga. Palace. in 
this Province, and a Temple of the Sun fo much honour’d,, 
that 30000 Indians are faid. to have been. deputed to its. 
Service. To fay any more of it, would beonly repeating 
what has been mention’d in {peaking of other Provinces,. 
and therefore we hall-pafs it by. tecit hice. sien

Thefe Indians tell a comical Story concerning their Oriz 
ginal, which is, That\.they are defcended from a Many, 
whofe Name I have forgot, and a Woman call’d Urochombe; 
* who both of them came out of a Spring, call’d Guaribilca. 
Thefe two bred fo faft, that all the Guazcas came of then. 
In Memory. whereof they fay, their Anceitors builta great 
high Wall, and near it a Temple, whcre they came to 
pay their Worfhip.. They own’d an: univerfal Creator-of 
all things, whom they call.Ticebiracecha, and.belicwd the 
Immortality of the Soul. Their Towns were divided into 
Quarters, built with Stone, like the Forts, aad refembling 
fmall Towers, wide at the Bottom, and narrow at the 
Top. Formerly they. were all tree. Diftridés, and. made 
War one upon another ; but when fubdu’d by the Jgas, ap- 
ply’d themfelves to’ Husbandry, and bred much Cattie, 
wearing longer Garments than they had done before. A+ 
bout their Heads they have woollen Ferrets, four Fingers 
broad, for their diftinétive Mark ; fought formerly with 
Slings, Darts and. Spears, and had built a. Temple call’d 
Guaribilea, near the Spring’ above mention’d. I faw it, 
and ‘by’ it were three or four Trees, call’d AZolles, like 
large “Walnut Trees, which they reckoned ‘facred, - and 
by them aSeat for the great Men, who came to offer 
Sacrifice, whence they defcended on broad Stones, to an 
Enclofure; in which the Temple ftood. There were Por- 
ters at the Gate to guard it, and Stairs went down to 
the aforefaid Spring, where ftands a great ancient Tri- 
angular Wall, within it was a Plain, where they fay, 
the Devil they-ador’d relided, and us’d to fpeak- to fome 
of them. : 

Thefe Jndians add, they were told by their Forefathers, 
that'a great Multitude -of Devils: once’ appear’d in that 
Place, who did much Harm among the Natives, frighting 
them with hideous Figures 5 but that § Suns were feen in 
the Sky;\the ‘Sight’ and Brightnefs whereof .fo daunted 
thofe Devils that they vanifh’d, houling and fhricking 5 and 
the Demon Guaribilea, who refided in that Place was never 
feen again,all that Manfien weer burnt. However, ae 
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The Seventeen Years Travels, 
the Ingas Duilt a Temple of the Sun, they did not give 
over facrificing to Guaribilca,; but now both Places are 
ruind, and overgrown with Briers. For when the Gee 
vernour Den Fraacifco Pizarro came into this Vale, the Jy- 
dians, fay, the Bifhop Father Vincent de Valverde broke down 
all the Idols; fince which Time they never heard more of 
the Devil: I wentto fee this Temple, with Doz Chrifiopher, 
Sonto Mafter Alaya, who fhew’d me this Piece of Anti- 
quity, and now the Jvdians are all Chriftians. This Vale of 
Xauxa is enclos’d with fnowy Mountains, among which. 
there are many Vales, where the Guancas fow their Grain. 
The City of. Zima was founded in this Place, before they 
removd it to that where it now. ftands;,and much Gold,. 
and Silver has been. found here..

“Rom this Vale of .Xauxa to the City of Kisoria de 
= Guamanga\ reckon 30 Leagues. Travelling along the 
great Road, we. pafs by fome Eminences hahging over, the 
Vale, on which there are very ancient Stru@ures all gone: 
to Ruin. Thence we proceed to the Territory. of cos, 
near a Bog full of Bufhes. The Natives live clear from 
the Road, among craggy Mountains lying to. the. Haftward,. 
of, whom ‘there is nothing to be.faid particular, being like 
the. others fpoken of. | £ 

From. -Acos the, Road leads to,the Jnga Apartments of- 
Pico, along a Ridge, till it goes down the Sides of the 
Hills, and tho’ the Cragginefs of them. makes \it-appear 
difficult, it is fo broad, and well levelfd that a Man would 
almoft think he is travelling on a Plain. Thus it goes 
down to the River that runs through Xasxa, over which 
there isa Bridge, and the Pals as call’d Angoyaco.. Near. 
the Bridge there are white Crags, whence gufhes a Spring 
ef Brackifh Water. At this Pafs of -dngoyaco there were 
Buildings of the Jagas, and an Enclofure of Stone, in: 

| Ora 2 which. 
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which: there was ai Bath sof the. Water. flowing there na- 
turally hot, and fit for»that ufe,.to.which the: feeas were 
much addiéted, and all the Jadians of thofe Parts, both Men 
and-Women -wafh’d-themfelves every Day. Next the Ri- 
ver this Place is in the Nature of a fimall Vale, full of the 
Trees they call A#olles, and: feveral other, Sorts. 

Farther on is the Town of Prcoy, after paffing another 
River, which has alfo a Bridge becaufe it.is very rapid 
in Winter. From Picoy, we go to the Apartments of Par 
cos, built on the Top of a Mountain. The Indians lire on 
high craggy Mountains on both Sidés of it, aniong whom the 
Spaniards ttavelling to-atd fro are entertain’d: Short, of 
Parcos;in a little Deferf is a Place they call’ Purara, fieni- 
fying, @ Strong thing, where thete was 2 Palace,' and Tem- 
ple of the Sun, and feveralt Provinces ‘reforted thither with 
their: Tribute. Here is fch “a Multitude of Stones, ‘fo dif- 
pos’d ‘by ‘Nature, that‘at a Diftance they look like a City; 
or Caftles with many Towers; for wlach Reafon the fr- 
dians feem to have given ita proper Names Among thefe 
Rocks and ‘Crags, there’is one ‘near 4 fimall River, very 
‘wotiderful to “behold; confidering ‘its Bulk and Grandeur. 
I faw, and lay on it one Night,’and-do take it to be 206 
Cubits high, and‘ above 200 about, at the very Top. Did 
it-ftand in a convenient Place, an impregnable Fort might, be 
eafily madé ‘of it-’ Another thing remarkable in this Vat 
Rock is, that there’ are fo many Cavities about it as will 
‘contain above roo Men;‘and fome Horfes. “All thefe ways 
are full of Caves, where Men and Beaifts may fhelter them= 
felves againft Rain and Snow. The Natives of this Coun- 
try weare pafsd, have their Habitations among great 
Moutitains, moft ef the Tops whereof are generally co- 
ver’d with Snow, and they fow their Corn in clofe warm 
Spots, like Vales, that are fhelter’d by the Hills, on many 
of which there are great Veins of Silver. © | 

From ~Parcos the Road goes down a Hill, to a River, 
bearing the fame Name as the Apartments, over which 


there is a Bridge built upon great Stone Piles. ‘On this

Fter the bloody War there was at.Cuzco’ between the 
Indians, and the, Spaniards, King Alango Inga Yupangue; 
finding himfelf quite broken and that there.was, no Poflibility 
of recovering the. City. of Cuzco, refolv’d; to.retire. to the 
Provinces, of: /iticos. lying farther,.up the Country,, be- - 
yond the Ridge of the great Mountains; Azdes.; Captain 
Roderick Orgonez had fir given him a Defeat, and reftu’d 
Captain Ruy Diaz, whom the Jnga had. kept Prifoner, for 
fome Time. dango Inga being. thus. trefoly’d,, many ofthe 
Orejonos,.of Cuzco, who,,were, the.

Diego. de Almagro 
the Younger. . Farther on along the great Road, is the Stru-

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Inga Yupangue, after. the Soras and - 
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‘ «adorning the Place they held in: fuch Veneration. 
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for they tell us, it is as far from Quito to Bilcas, as from 


Bilcas to Chile; and\fome Spaniards who have travell’d 
it, affirm the fame. Inga Yupamgue built thefe Apartments, 
if we may believe the Indians, and his Succeflors en- 
lare’d- them. The Temple of the Sun, was:larpe and very 
curious. Near the Struéturej on the Top of the Moun- 
tain is an Eminency rifing above the reft, which they 
always kept very clean. On the Eaft Side of this Plain, 
was a Stone Chappel, ‘or Place‘of Woftfhip, belonging 
to the Caczques, enclos’d ‘with a-little “Wall, whence a 
finall Terrafe jutted; out fix foot wide, on: which other 
enclofures were founded, till at the End“ was the Spot; 
where the Lord’ plac’d himfelf to pray, made°of one Piece, 
fo Jarge thatit is eleven foot in’Length, and 7-in' Breadth, 
and in it two Seats for the aforefaid Purpofe, This 
Stone; they fay, us’d to be cover’d with Gold and Jewels, 
Ano= 
ther large Stone like ‘a~Fout, is now’ in the midft of 
the Square, on‘ which''they tellus, the Beafts and Young 
Children: were factificd; and‘ their Blood’ -offer’d’ to'the 
Gods. Some Treafure has ‘been found by ‘the Spaniards 
on the.aforefaid Terrafe. Behind it ftood the Palace’of 
Topaynga Tupangue, with other Apartments, and great Ma- 
gazines.. There are ftill,nears-a~ fmall Hill above 700

of the Square was another-Seat, ‘like’ a Stage, where the 
Cacique fate to fee the ‘uftial’ Daneing and ‘Sports.

ward. in this Vale, by reafon of its extraordinary Cold- 
nefs, there are no Fruit Trees, except'fome Avolles: On 
the neareft, and. higheft Hill to the Northward -of the 
City is a Fortrefs, which was once a ftately ftrudture, 
for Bignefs. and Strength, and tho” now’ ruin’d;, {till fhows 
what it was, the mighty Foundations being ftill vifible, 
and.fome.-of the. principal “Towerfs ftanding.- To the 
Northward, and Eaftward, are the Provinces of Andefuyo, 
being the Woods and Mountains of the ides, and the 
great one of Chinchafuyo, being. the Lands towards Quite. 
On the South Side are the Provinces: Of Colac, and °,Con- 
defuyo., the firft of them, to the South Haft, and the Jatter.

One Part of the City was call’d’ Aavancuzco, and. the 
other Orezcuzco, in which the nobleft Inhabitants liv’d, 
and wheresthere were fome very ancient Families. . On 
another Side was the Hill of Carmenga, where. there 
were little Towers at certain Diftances; which: ferv’d 
to fhew the Motion of the Sun, which they valu’d them- 
felves much upon. In the middle near the Hills, where 
the greateft Part of the Town ftood was an indifferne 
large Square; faid to have been formerly-a Bog, or Lake, 
and made good, and levell’d:-as it is with Stone and o- 
ther Materals, by the firft Founders. From this Square: 
were deriv’d four great Rodds. That they call’d Chin- 
ehafuyo led to the Plains, and all the Hilly Country as 
far as the Provinces of Ouxito and. Paffo. The fecond 
Wam’d Condefuya. goes to the Proviyces that are fubyect: 
tO: 
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to this. City, and that of drequipa, the third, being Av- 
defuyo, to the Provinces along the Sides of the Mountatus 
Andes, and fome. Territories beyond them; andthe lait, 
which is Collafuyo, to the Lands extending to Chile. Thus 
as Spain was divided by the Ancients into. Provinces, fo 
thefe Jzdians diftinguifh’d> their vaft, Empire by Roads. 
Over the River that runs through the City there are 
Bridges. No. regular -City nobly. adorn’d was found in 
the Kingdom of Peru, ‘but only Cuzco, which, as has 
been faid, was the Metropolis and Court of the IJngas. 
The other Provinces confifted of fcatter’d Dwellings, and 
what Towns there were had no Form, or any thing com- 

mendable. | 
Cuzco was regular and. ftately, being doubtlefs found- 
ed by very underftanding People. It had great Streets, 
tho’ narrow, and the Houfes of dry Stone, fo curioufly 
join’d, that it is a great Additon to the Antiquity of 
the Structure, fuch mighty Stones being fo neatly put tc- 
gether. All the reft was,.Timber, Thatch and Terrafs, 
for there was: no Sign of ‘Tiles, Bricks, or Lime. The 
Ingas had Apartments in feveral Parts of the City, where 
every Succeflor in the Empire kept Entertainments. Here 
alfo was the famous, and magnificent Temple of the Sun, 
cal’d Curicanche, the richeft in Gold and Silver of any. 
ih the World. Moft of the City was inhabited. by Adti- 
maesy who were govern’d. by fingular Laws. and Statutes, 
after their. Manner, and known to all Men, both as to 
civil and religious Affairs. It was the wealthieft Place we 
know of in the Weft Indies, immenfe Treafures having been 
there long heap’d. up by thofe mighty Princes, and no 
Gold or. Silver. once. brought in was to be carry’d out a- 
gain, on Pain of Death, The Sons of the prime Mencame 
in their Turns from all.the Provinces of the Empire. to 
refide fome Time at Court, with all their Retinue. There 
was a great Number of Gold{miths and Gilders, who 
work’d for the Jvgas. In the principal Temple refided 
their high Prieft, whom they call’d Vilaoma. At prefent 
here are very good Houfes, with Turrets, but thatch’d with 
Straw.. The Place, tho’ cold, is healthy, beft furnifi’d with 
Neceflaries of any in the Kingdom, and where moft Hftated 
Spaniards refide. Mangocapa the firlt Inga King was the 
Founder 
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Founder of it, aid°after ten “Other Severeigns ‘his’ Siéce fe?

This being the prime Seat ‘of the Empire, the Indians at 
certain Fimes of the Year, came from all the Provinces,’ 
to build the Hotfes, cleahfe the Streets, and do whatfoever’ 
elfe' was énjaii’d them! :'On both Sides’ near ‘te ‘there ‘are’ 
many great Apartments, and: Magazines like thé-others-in™ 
the Kingdom, ‘all’ of them only differing’ in’ Size; and: 
Strength; and’the Jveas being fo*wealthy fome §trn@ures! 
gilt, «and others &dorn’d with Plates of Gold. “Not fr 
from the’ City. is a-great Hill) caiFd Guamacauréy Gicienthy’ 
held facred, and accordingly they there. facrific’d ‘human 
Blood, ‘and Abundance of Sheep: and’ Lambs: ' The City be- 
ing full of Strangers reforting from the Provinces of Chile, 
Pafto, Cannares, Chachapoyas, Guancas, Collas, &c. every Race 
of them was by it felf, in particular Places, affigned ‘by’ 
the Governments. They allobferv’d their‘ own Cuftomis; 
atid wore their feveral Habits, and tho” there were rddo006 
Men together, they were all Known by the diftinGiyé Marks 
on their Heads. het. < : 

In feveral Parts of the City there are great Stru@ures 
under Ground, and ftill, very deep ‘in it, they find fome 
great Stones, Pipes, and Pieces of Gold they us’d to bury, 
whereof very much has ‘not been yet found. «Round about’ 
there’are many Temperate Vales, producing much Fruit, 
which is fold in the City : as alfo Plenty of Wheat, ‘be- 
fides Spanifh Fruit Trees. The River that’ runs through 
the City drives Mills, and four Leagues from it are {till to be 
feen the Quarries where they dug the Stones for their 
Buildings, atid very remarkable. ‘The’ City ‘has’ plentiful 
Breeds of Hens, and as good Capons, as any is Eviropes. 
as alfo good! European’ Garden Stuff; and° in the Vales 
there: are Herds of Cows, Goats and other Cattle, both 
of ourSort, and the Indian.

All. about 
it-are Ruins of great’ Struétures, particularly thofe at Taa- 
bo, three Leagues down in the Vale, between two great 
Hills, near a Break, throngh which a Brook rans. Tho’ 
the Vale is fo temperate as has’been faid, the -Hills are .¢o- 
yer’d with Snow (ther greateftb Part of ithe Xicar. Here 
the Jngw had one of the trongeft Forts’ in/all thew, Do- 
minions, feated:on,Rocks, which a few Men. could defead 
apain{t.a mighty Army.”

them, before the Spaniards fubdu’d the Country. . some 
of the Stones in thefe Struétures are fo large, that they 
requir’d much Strength of Men, and no lefs Art to 
bring and place them where they are, It is conUCCR 
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Gold from Pacaritambo, at feveral Times, I cai 
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ly reported, that in this, and other Tambos, for this 
ame they gave to fuch Structures, there was melted 
Gold us’d inftead. of Cement, [This muftibe as we ufe 
Lead fer cramping of Stones] and that the Governour P:- 
zarro-had much of it. The Spaniards fay, Ferdinand Pi- 
zarro, and Don\Diego de Almagro the Younger took much 
not que- 
ition the Truth hereof, when I call to. mind ‘the’ gfeat 
Treafure that was feen at Sevi carry’d thither from 
Caxamalca, where’ that immenfe Mafs of Wealth promis’d 
the Spaniards by Atabalipa was gather’d, and moft of it

CHAP. LXXXIv: 
Of ‘the Province. of the. Canas, of “Ayavire, and: the 
‘ Country of the Collassw', mW 


HE next Province adjoyning to the -Cuaches is that 

of the Cazas, another Nation, and the Names of 
their Towns are Haturtcana, Chiquana, Horuro, Cacha, &c. 
They are all clad, Men and Women, and@ on their Heads 
wear great, round, and high ‘woollen’ Caps. They “had 
their Towns on the Hills, before the Jngas fubdu’d them, 
whence.they made War’ upon’ one another ;' but after- 
wards came down into the Plain, and built more regu. 
Jarly, their Cuftoms being the fame with the Canches, 
‘They hada. Temple call’d Ancocagua, where they- facri« 
fied after their wicked Manner. “On the farther Side. of 
a River is a fmall Enclofure, in which fome Quantity of 
Gold was found; for they fay it was a Temple ere@ed 
in Honour of their God Ticeviracocha whom they call, 
the Creator, and in it was an Idol of Stone, as big as 
a Man cloath’d, and with a Crown, or Diadem on his 
Head. ‘There were thofe that imagin’d this Figure ‘might 
be made ‘for fome one of the Apoftles that came’ into 
this Country 

All this Territory of the-Caza is cold, as well as that ~ 
of the Canches, and well ftor’d with Provifions, and Cat- 
tle. 
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tle. The Sonth Sea is’ on the Weft, and the Azdes on 
the Eaft of it. From the Town of Chiguzna, in the Pro- 
‘vinée to that of Ayavire isabout 15 Leagues, in which In- 
terval there are fome Towns of the Caza and. feveral 
Plains, and large Champains fit for breeding of Cattle, 
but that ‘they are too cold; and the great Store of Grafs 
growing in them only ferves the Guazucos, and Vicunuas. 


‘Fhis Town of iAyavire was formerly, and. ftill is very 7, 


remarkable, efpecially- for the mighty Graves belonging 
to it, which-are fo numerous, that they take up -more 
ground than the Town. The Jndians affirm that the Na~ 
tives of Ayavire, were of the Race of the Canas, ‘and -ha- 
ving maintain’d War againft the Inga Yupangue, were, do 
weaken’d that it oblig’d them to fubmit to his Servitude, 
rather than utterly ‘to perifh; yet he being revengeful, 
after bafely murdering many Indians of Copacopa,.and o- 
ther Towns near the Andes, did the fame by the People 
of Ayavire, fo that very few efcap’d alive, and fuch as re- 
main’d-rang’d about the. Fields, and call’d upon their Fore- 
fathers, who had been long dead, bitterly bewailing the 
Defolation of their Country. 
Ayavire ftanding in a good Country, and a confider- 
able River running by it, the Jaga Yupangue order’d a 
ftately Palace to be there: built. for him, with Magazines 


at the Foot of a little Mountain, as alfo a Temple of . 


the Sun. This-done, and the Natives being confam’d as 
has been ‘faid, the Inga order’d Aditimaes, that is, Indizns, 
with their Wives and Families, to come from the adja- 
cent Provinces to take Pofleflion of the Lands of the 
Dead, and to build a regular Town, near the Temple 
of the Sun, which afterwards continually .encreas’d, till: 
the coming of the Spaniards, fincé»then it -has been 
much impair’d by the Wars. Near it are. the Ruins.

Vale they call 
of iGuaura, are many good and large Pits, the Salt where- 
of is extremely white, and there are great Heaps of it, 
but .all’ loft; for very few ‘Indians make any Ufe of it.

There are alfo in‘divers Places gréat Baths, and many 
Springs of hot Water, where the Natives ‘wafh -them- 
felves, and I have feen many of them. Several Parts of 
this Kingdom,as the Plains and Vales form’d by Rivers, 
and the temperate Spots of the Mountain Country, are 
very fruitful; for they produce excellent Wheat, Aziz, 
and Barley, in abundance. For Vines, there is no lefs 
Plenty in the Territories of S..Afiguel, Truxillo, Lima, 
Cuzco, Guamanga, and many other Places, whereof noble 
Wine is made; and fo all other Trees.and Plants brought 
from Spain, thrive, and grow to Perfection. Here is Land 
of all forts ‘to ‘fuit every “Tree, temperate, wet, dry, or 
indifferent, and*in ‘the Plains it never thunders nor ligh- 
tens, nor is there any Froft or Snow.

How the Caciques oppre/s’a the Indians, and 4 wot a 
ble Story..of their Super ftitions. 


TP ele Vidian Nations were'continually at’ War among 
ah themfelvés, and the »ftrongeft poffefs’d “themfelves 
‘of the Provinces belonging to the weaker, -as’ has been 
feen already in feveral Places, and in Peru they all ‘tell 
us they came from other Parts, till the Jxgas made theim- 
felves Maftersof all that great Empire. Nor were they 
free. ‘from Difeord among themfelves, for Wwe fee that 
Guafcar and Arabalipa were contending for ‘the Govern- 
ment, when the Spaniards difcover’d the Country, and 
their Divilion facilitated the Conqueft of it. ‘Some c 
t 
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the -Cacigues usd at firft to opprefs their Indians, but 
that is now redrefs’d, fince the Government is-well fet- 
tled, for there are Courts erected in all Places, which 
feverely, and impartially punifh any Perfon whatfoever, 
either Native, or Spaniard that dares offer them the leaft 
Injury. 

Having faid enough concerning the Cuftoms, and Man- 
ners of thefe People, where there was .Occafion, it will 
be needlefs to repeat it, and therefore fhall only declare 
a Relation given me in writing by a Prieft, concerning 


their Superitions, which is as follows. I Adare Otar0y of tdian 
Clergyman, born at Valladolid, being in the Town of fupzsftions. 


Lampaz, inftrudting the Judians, in the Chriftian Religion, 
in the Month of Azzy Arno. 1574 the Moon being then 
at the full, the Caciques, and. prime Men came to me, 
earneftly intreating 1 would give them leave to do as 
they were wont, at that. Time of the Year. 1 anfwer’d, 
J muft be prefent, that in cafe. what they did were not 
allowable among, Chriftians, it might be prevented for 
the fature. They confented, and went their way home. 
Juft at Noon they began to beat many Kettle Drums in 
feveral Places, with only onc. Stick to each; as is us’d a- 
mong them. Then they fpread feveral Blankets, in the Nature 
of Carpets, in divers Parts of the Square, or Market 
Place, for the Caciques, and chief Men to fit on, they 
being very fine, in their beft Attire, and their Hair 
breaded down to the Bottom, after their Manner, one 
Breade of four Strands hanging on each Side. When 
they. were all feated, 1 faw the Beautifulleft Boy they 
could find, richly dvrefs’d come forward, towards the 
Caciques, his Legs and Arms cover’d with red Tufts re- 
prefenting, a Savage, and on his Body many Medals, and 
carv’'d. Pieces of Gold and Silver. He shad in his right 
Hand a Sort of Weapon, like a Halberd, and -in his 
lefe a great Wooilen Purfe, in. which: they carry their 
Coca. On his left fide came a beautiful. Girl, about 16 
Years of Age, clad in their .ufual Drefs, only that fhe 
had a great Train behind, which other Women did not 
ufe to wear. This Train was born up by an Older 
Indian \Woman, but handfome and grave. After her fol- 
low’d many more Women, like Ladies of Honour, very 

demure, 
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demure, and decently: |The ‘Girl’ carry’ “in whet right 
Hand a rich woollen Parfe full of many carw’d ‘Piece$ 
of Gold and Silver. Over her Back hung “a final! Lion’s 
Skin, which quite cover’d- it. After the Ladies attending 
came “fix Indians like Peafants,; with each his Plow Ga‘ hie 
Shoulders, and Diadems on their Heads, with fine’ Peal 
thers, of feveral Colours. ‘Then follow’d fix niore, as if 
they had been their Servants, carrying Sacks of Papas,and 
beating a Drum. When they were within a Pace of 
the Cacique, the Boy -and Girl aforefaid, ‘and’ all’ the 
weft in Order made him profound Obeyfance, bowing their 
Heads, which the Caezque and ‘his Company anfwer’d a 
little lowering theirs. Each haying done'thus to their 
own Cacique, tor there were two Parties, they all drew 
back in the fame Manner they caite) -without turning 
‘their Faces from the -Cacignes, about’ 20° Paces, ‘where 
‘the Peafants {tuck their “Plows in the’ Ground; ‘all in a 
‘Row, and-on them hung their Sacks of Papas, which 
were chuice,:and large. ‘ This done, their’ Kettle Ditms 
beating, they all made a’ ‘Sort ’Of- Danicé, ‘without moving 
eff the fame Place, but only raifing themfelves on their 
Toes, now and then lifting up thofe Purfes they held in 
their Hands. Only thofe- who ‘attended the Boy and 
Girl, both Men, and’ Women did «this, fer the Caciques, 
and all the reft: “of the People’ fate orderly ’-on> the 
Ground,’ keepisg «profound Silence, and obferving what 
the others did. When this was over, another Parcel ’of 
Indians, who had gone for it, brought a. Yearling Lamb, 
all of one Colour, without any Spot, and many -of them 
hemming ‘in-the chief Cacique, that I might’! not ‘fee, they 
in‘ his Prefence, laid the faid Lamb om the Ground; and 
pull’d out'his whole Pluck, before ‘he’ was dead) ‘which 
_ they‘ deliver’d to their Southfayers, whom they call Guaca- 
camayos. I took Notice, that certain Indians ran ‘haftily 
with as much of the Blood as they could carry in*their 
Hands, and threw it among’ the Papas, that were inthe 
Sacks. Jult at this Time ‘out came a great’ Man, who Was 
but newly become’ a’ Chriftian; crying out aloud, calling 
them Dogs, and other things in their Language, which I 
did not ‘underftand, and ronniag ‘to'a high Crofs that 
ftood in the-Middle-of-the ‘Square; ‘boldly call’ dut, don- 
PLO demning 
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: Ne a a 
demning that Hellifh Superftion. They being daunted by 


Reproaches flunk away, out of Countenance, without con-. 


cluding their Sacrifice, which was to foretell what Harveft 
they fhould have, and other Events of the Year. There 
are other Diviners, whomthey. call. Homo, of whom they 
enquire after future Events, becaufe they converfe with 
the Devil, and carry about them a Reprefentation of him, 
made of a hollow Bone, with a Figure on it, of a Sort 
of black Wax they have. | 

I being in this Town of Lampaz, on a Maundy Thur day, 
a Boy, 1 had, who lay’ in the Church’ came to mein “a 
Fright, defiring I would rife and’ go Baptize a Cacique, that 
was then kneeling’ in the Church, and very fearful, “for 
that having been the Night before ip a” Guaca,' where the 
Heathens worshipp’d,~ he faid,; he had féen a Man, clad 
in white, who ask’d him, what he did there, with that 
Stone Statue, and bid him come prefently to me, and’be made 
a Chriftian. When it was day I rofe, and faid my Office, 
not believing what the Boy had told me, till going ‘to 
the Church to fay-Mafs, 1 found the Cecique ftill kneeling 
there, who-as foon as he faw me, fell down at my Feet, 
begging | would make hima Chriftian, which I told him 1 
would. Then I faid Mafs, fome Chriftians being prefent, 
and-having Baptiz’d him, “he went out ‘very joyful, cry- 
ing, he was now a Chriftian, and not fo bad as-the other 
Indians. Then without {peaking a Word more to any 
Man, he went to his Houfe, and burnt it, dividing his 
Women and Cattle among his Brothers, and Kindred, re- 
turned to the Church, where he always continu’d preaching 
the Doétrine of Salvation to the Indians, and admonifhing 
them to forfake their’ Vices, which he did with extraordi- 
nary Fervor, and many Indians were converted by his Per- 
{wafions. He faid the Man he had feen in the Guaca, or 
Temple, was fair, and beautiful, and his Garments very 
bright. This is what that Prieft gave me in Writing.

Remarks on fome wonderful Aétions of Spaniards, and 
the “fudgments that fell upon fuch as were crucl, amd: 
the Conclufion of the Work.. = 


Efore I conclude this. Work, I cannot but obBferve 
B that the Difcovery ‘and Conqueft of thefe Countries 
looks like fomething above the Power of Man; and that 
on the other Side there have been fingular Inftances of — 
Judgments on thofe Spaniards who fignaliz’d themfelves in 
their Cruelty to the Indians. Not to mention the firft 
Difcovery,, by Chriftopher Columbus, or the Conqueft of 
Mexico by Ferdinand Cortez, and of other Provinces by. 
feveral Commanders, 1. fhallonly briefly obferve fome 
few things of later Years... How many Miferies did the 
Marquifs Don Francifco. Pixarra. and his Companions endure, 
without being able ‘to get. beyond St. John’s River, not- 
withitanding all the Supplies fent him by Dez Diego de 
Almagro. The Governour of Panama, Peter de los Rios, be= 
caufe there was. a Ballad made calling Almagro the Dro- 
ver, and Pizarre the Butcher, who deftroy’d all the Men 
that follow’d, him, fent Fohx Tafur, with. Orders. to fetch 


‘them all back, and they accordingly return’d, except only 


13 that ftaid with Pizarro, in the Ifland. Goxgona, till Al- 
magro {ent them a Ship, in which, they fet Sail, and. in. 
ro, or 12 Days found that which they had’ not before 
been able to difcover in 3, or 4: Years.. Thus -thefe 1 5 
Spaniards, with their Commander firft faw. this Country, 
and fome Years after, when. he enter’d: it with 160 Spani- 


ards, it had been impoffible for’ him to withftand the 


Multitude of Indians, had not) the two Brothers Guafcar 
and Atabalipa been. at War among themfelves. When the 
general Infurreétion. of the Jdians broke out, there were 
but 180 Spaniards, Horfe and Foot at Cuzco, and Mango 
Inga made *Var upoa them with above 200000 Men, for 
a whole Year, fo that it is wonderful they fhould pre- 
vail. 3

by above '20000 of them, tho”? weak; and {pent with want, 
and: travel, he routed them’ withoutt dofing a Man, and 
Wwhatis no lefs: ftrange; found a way, that carry’d him 


back to Uraba in 18 Days, when he had been travelling’ 


the other way almoft a Year.’ We have frequently feen 
many fuch unatcountable AGtions, but let it fuffice to fay, 
that 40, \or 50° Spaniards would fettle in a Province where 
there .were .30,' or 40000 Indians ‘and fabdue them ail. 
Ibis yet ftranger that fome Territories, which were 
icarce habitable, on Account of the violent Rains, and 
Earthquakes, fiace the coming ia ot Chriftians are beconre 
pleafant,.and fruitful. | 
On the other Hand, as Providence has’ favour’d fome, 
fo have we feen’ fevere Judgments fall upon fuch as were 
cruel, and Tyrannical, few of them dying a natural Death; 
as particularly all the chief Men concern’d in-the killing 
‘of Atabalipa, moft of whom came to miferable, and un- 
happy Ends. Nay the bloody Wars in Peru feem to have 
been a Punifhmeat upon all that were there. Thus the 
inhuman Major Caravajal may be allow’d to have been 
the Executioner of Divine Juftice, on thofe that deferv’d 
it, til his Turn came to attone with his Life for his own 
grievous Offences. Marfhal Don George de Robleds, who 
fuffer’d many Indians to be butcher’d in the Province of 
Poxe, was in that fame Town cordem’d, executed, and 
had no other Grave but the Bellies of the Izdians. Fer« 
dinand Rodriguez de Sofa, and Baltafar de Ledefma being 
guilty of the like Cruelties, had the fame Fate. The Ade- 
fantado, or Lord Lieutenant Belalcazar, who deftroy’d fo 
many Jadians at Quito, being depos’d by the Judge depu- 
ted to try him, dy’d poor and miferable at Cartagena, as 
he was going over Prifoner into Spain. Francis Garcia de 
Jovar fo much dreaded by the Indians, for having mur 
der’d fo many, was at laft himfelf kilPd, and: eaten by 
them. I knew one Rogue Martiv, an Inhabitant of the 
City Cal, who quarter’d our Indians’that dy’d, when. we 
came to that City, and hung them up to feed his Dogs, 
yet afterwards the Jedians flew, and I believe eat him. J 
Hh 2 could 
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Captain Francis Caesar with only 60 Spaniards, travel’d Captain 
‘over vaft Mountains, and forded mighty Rivers, in Spight pee

could bring other Inftances, which would be ‘too: tédious, 
and fome of thofe that: have dy’d fuddenly, an. End more: 
to be.dreaded than the reft. 

Since thofe Times the. Government: has been:fettled in: 
an excellent Form, fo that the Jvdians now ‘etjoy their 
Liberties. and -Eftates, no. Spaniard. darifig to moleftjor 
offend.them, for Fear. of the Courts) of: Jufticé, which :pu-! 
nifh them, with the utmoft Rigor. ; The King defrays the 
Charge of the Religious Men that go over to the Weft 
Indies, which. has occafion’d thofe. Parts.to be -Abundantly: 
fupply’d: with them, for. the,inftructing of the: Jzdians, and: 
there. are very many Monatfteries: The whole: Kingdom is: 
divided. into Bifhoppricks,; and. thofe into Parifhes, all of 
them well ferv’d, that neither Natives, nor. Spasiards may; 
want any Chriftian Affiftance. Thus I conclude, having. 
begun to write this Account,,in the City -Cartagoi of the 
Province of Popayaw, in the Year 1541, \and.endedsit, imi 
the City of Lima in Peru,in 15505 at the Age of 32. Yearsy,, 
4:7, whereof I fpent in the Wef Indies. 
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
